AMMAN (Petra) —The Israeli ocopatioo authorities have exp- 
ropriated 15.000 dumuns of Arab land in Dhahiryah village on 
the outskirts of Hebron after surveying this land a week ago- 
- according to reports reaching here from the occupied West Bank. 

' Hie Israefrmflrtary governor of Hebron banned the legal owners, 
of these lands from entering the lands saying that the property has 
been put at the disposal of the Israeli authorities. In Beersheba.

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King and Queen 

return after visits to 
Luxembourg, Paris

AMMAN — Their Majesties King Hussein 
and ^ueen Noor returned home on Friday 
after visits to Luxembourg and France where 
the King won broad European Community 
(EC) support for Jordanian efforts to achieve 
Middle East p£ace and told French President 
Francois Mitterrand that current peace eff- 
orts in the Mideast could provide the last 
chance to end the Arab-Israeli conflict. 


The King also reaffirmed Jor- 
dan’s stand that tite Palestinian 
people are the. major party to the 
Arab-Israeli conflict and they 
should be a major party to any 
solution to the Middle East pro- 
blem. 

In an interview with French 
Television and the Le Monde 
newspaper, the King stressed the 
importance of convening a UJN.- 
sponsored international con-* 
ference on the Middle East with 
the participation, of the five per- 
manent members of the Security 
Council and all parties to the Mid-' ' 
dleEast conflict including the Pal- 
estine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) as part of a joint 
Jordanian-Palestinian delegation. 


Commenting on the situation in 
the Israeli-occupied Arab . ter- 
ritories. the King said resistance 
attacks by the Palestinians living 
there were nothing but a natural 
outcome of the continuing Israeli 
occupation of the Arab land. 

The King praised the role pla- 
yed by France and its commitment 
to make every possible effort to 
push the Middle East peace pro- 
cess forward, considering Pal- 
estinian participation in this pro- 
cess as essential and vital for ach- 
ieving peace. 

The King and .*ueen arrived in 
Paris from Luxembourg on Wed- 
nesday and the King held talks 
with President Mitterrand on 
Thursday. Following the -talks. 


held at the Elysee presidential 
palace, the King told reporters 
that he told the French leader that 
current peace efforts represented 
the last chance to end the Middle 
East conflict. 

The King said that during the 
three-hour meeting he and Mr. 
Mitterrand discussed recent dev- 
elopments in the Middle East, inc- 
luding “our realisation that this is 
a penod of time that is of vital 
importance." 

"It's probably the last chance 
we have of establishing a just and 
durable peace in the area for gen- 
erations to come." he-said. 

The King said Jordan sought a 
comprehensive settlement that 
would include all parties to the 
conflict “including the Palestinian 
dimension.** 

* “We believe this could happen 
hopefully in the near future under 
the auspices of the Security Cou- 
ncil.” the King said, adding that 
the Security Council would lie 
responsible for implementing the 
guarantees for peace. 

In reply to a question on Mr. 
Mitterrand’s response to the pro- 
posal. the King said Jordan was 
aware France aimed "to con- 
tribute positively to the solution" 
of Middle East problems. f

Craxi secures full parliament 
vote of confidence on coalition 


ROME .(Agencies) • — Socialist 
Premier Bettinb Craxi won a vote 
of confidence on Friday in the 
Senate, completing parliamentary 
endorsement of the nve-party coa- 
lition that was revived after being 
toppled in the aftermath of the 
Adfille Laura hijacking. 

Mr. Craxi received a vote of 
confidence in the Chamber of 
Deputies, the lower bouse of the 
ie^lature. on Wednesday. 

The coalition of the Christian 
Democrats. Socialists, Rep- 
ublicans. Social Democrats and 
Liberals have a clear majority in 
both bouses. 

Sena tore voted by 180 to 102, 
with one abstention, to support 
the Craxi government after the 
premier toned down, in a 45- 
minute speech, earlier remarks 
supporting the right to armed str- 
uggle of the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO). . 

. The coalition collapsed three 
weeks ago after the pro-Israel 


Republican Party pulled out of 
the cabinet in protest at the gov- 
ernment’s handling of the Achille 
Lauro cruise ship hijacking. 

The two confidence votes will 
allow the government to continue 
as though it had never fallen and 
to pass next Friday the 833-day 
record for the longest-surviving of 
Italy’s 44 post-war adm- 
inistrations. 

Mr. Craxi won the lower house 
mandate on Wednesday despite 
upsetting some politicians with, his 
impromptu remarks regarded as 
partially justifying PLO com- 
mando actions. 

His Majesty King Hussein on 
Thursday sent a cable to Mr. Craxi 
congratulating him on the vote of 
confidence by the Chamber of' 
Deputies. 

In remarks before the con- 
fidence vote, Mr. Craxi said armed 
struggle would not resolve the 
Palestinian problem but added 
that he did not contest the leg- 


itimacy of the PLO's just struggle. 

In his cable. Kang Hussein pra-, 
ised Mr. Craxi's "brave and fair 
stand."' 

"In ray name and on behalf of 
the Jordanian government and 
people I congratulate you and 
your government on the vole of 
confidence granted to you by the 
Chamber of Deputies, andl voice 
my deep appreciation for your 
brave and fair stand vis-a-vis the 
Palestine cause and the legitimate 
rights of the Palestinian people.” 
the King said. 

"I wish you and your colleagues 
success in your endeavours to 
serve the Italian people and the 
causes of freedom and world 
peace” 

In a speech that drew prolonged 
applause from all coalition parties. 
Mr. Craxi said Friday he had not 
meant to offend anyone by his

NICOSIA (Agencies) — The 
Middle East manager for Iraqi 
Airways. Walid Ibrahim, died ins- 
tantly m a bomb blast outside his 
home Friday, one of two in the 
Cyprus capital. 

Police said Mr. Ibrahim. 43. was 
jailed when his car Mew up as he 
tried to start the engine. Hewas on 
his way to investigate an earlier 
blast outside the Iraqi A irways off- 
ices in central Nicosia. 

Security sources fold Reuter the 
first explosion was caused by a 
time bomb. Buildings nearby were 
damaged, but there were no cas- 
ualties. . 

Mr .Ibrahim, married with, three 
.children, returned to his Cyprus, 
home from Baghdad Thursday 
night, the sources said Police and 
explosives experts were probing 
both incidents Friday, afternoon.' 
No-one has yet' claimed res- 
ponsibility. 

A bomb blast in May last year 
outside Iraqi Airways offices inj- 
ured four people. . Two pro- 
Iranian Islamic groups later cla- 
imed responsibility. 

One of them, the "Islamic Act- 
ion Oiganisatfon Group.” swd the 
office housed a military mission-in 
charge of shipping arms and sup- 
plies to Iraq. 


Iraq reports foiling 
2 Iranian air raids 


BAHRAIN (Agencies) — Iraq 
said on Friday its air defences pre- 
vented four Iranian warplanes 
from raiding residential areas in 
the northern and southern pro- 
vinces: 

The attempted raids were car- 
ried out at 6:30 a.ra. (0330 GMT), 
each raid by two warplanes, a spo- 
kesman said. 

The Iraqi News Agency said 
Iraqi air defences “confronted the 
warplanes... and forced them to fly 
away before even approaching 
their targets.” • 

The agency report said the spo- 
kesman "stressed that the abo- 
rtive attempts did not cause any 
damage (to the Iraqis).” It did not 
elaborate. 

The reported attempts came 
two days after Iranian President 
Ali Khamenei threatened to lau- 
nch in “unprecedented”' blow 
against Iraq in retaliation for air 
raids on a steel plant and a com- 
plex for making light militaiy 
boats in Ahwaz, capital of Iran's 
southern provmce of Khuzistan- 

The Iraqi air attacks Signalled a 
determination by Baghdad to 
broaden the range of strikes on 
Iranian economic targets with the 
objective of forcing the Tehran 
government to accept a negotiated 
settlement to the 61 -month-old- 
Gulfwar. 

The new attacks also came amid 
reports that Iran may launch a 
major Gulf war thrust through 
southern Iraqi marshland. 

■: Diplomats in Baghdad and Teh- 


ran believe Iran is gearing for an 
offensive in the Hawizah marshes 
area, the scene of a bin cross- 
border Iranian thrust in March last 
year and almost daily skirmishes 
now. 

Leaders of six Arab Gulf states 
who ended a three-day summit 
meeting in Muscat, Oman, on 
Wednesday agreed to revive con- 
tacts with both Iraq and Iran in a 
new effort to end their war. a sen- 
ior regional official said in the 
Omani capital. 

Abdullah Bisbara, secretary- 
general of the Gulf Cooperation 
Council (GCC). which groups the 
six. said: "Various contacts will be 
taking place very soon with Iran 
and Iraq to find out if a proper 
climate exists to find an end to the 
war” 

In the summit's final com- 
munique. .the leaders of the six — 
Bahrain, Kuwait. Oman. ’atar. 
Saudi Arabia and the United A rah 
Emirates (UAE) — expressed 
concern over '‘dangerous esc- 
alation” of the Gulf war. 

Senior Arab diplomats say the 
six have decided to seek better 
relations with Iran, although not 
at the expense of a severe det- 
erioration in relations with Iraq, 
which they have traditionally sup- 
ported. 

Thecommunique expressed sat- 
isfaction at efforts to resolve dif- 
ferences between various Arab 
countries, which diplomats say is a 
precondition for the next. regular 
Arab summit to be convened.

Arafat reaffirms commitment 
to joint moves with Jordan 


CAIRO (Agencies) — Palestinian 
leader Yasser Arafat on Friday 
reaffirmed his commitment to 
negotiate jointly with Jordan on 
.Middle East peace and said hL< 
talks in Cairo had restored strong 
ties with Egypt 
But the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO) chairman 
■refused in media interviews to 
elaborate on a statement he made 
on Thursday renouncing violence 
outside Arab territories occupied 
by Israel. 

‘ He reiterated thar his "Cairo 
Declaration" (See page 4) com- 
mitted the PLO to non-violence 
outside . Israeli-occupied Arab 
lands, adding only that this meant 


"Palestinian occupied territories 
according to United Nations res- 
olutions.” 

It was not clear whether this 
meant more than just the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip, occupied hy 
Israel since 1 967. But a top Egy- 
ptian official. Osama Baz. said 
the statement also meant PLO 
commando operations would not 
be carried out in Israel itself. 

Asked whether Israel itself con- 
stituted occupied Arab territory in 
Egypt’s view. Dr. Baz replied: 
"No, Israel is not part of the occ- 
upied Arab territory.” 

When asked if the declaration 
meant operations would only be 
carried out in the West Bank and 


Gaza, he replied: "Ye*." 

Mr. Arafat told Reuters on Fri- 
day his next move would be to dis- 
cuss the Middle East situation 
with Palestinian leaders. 

He said that in talks last month 
with HLs Majesty King Hussein 
"we agreed on stepping forward 
together and on renewed com- 
mitment to the Feb. 11 agr- 
eement.” 

The approach would Ixr based 
on "international legality and 
U.N. resolutions and the res- 
olutions of Arab summits" he 
said. 

Mr. Arafat said his eight hours

U.K. seeks. 

talks 
on arms 
with Soviets 

LONDON (R) — Britain has off- 
ered to launch a dialogue with the 
Soviet Union on aspects of arms 
control. Foreign Secretary Sir 
Geoffrey Howe said Friday. 

But Mr. Howe said m a speech 
te parliament that Britain was not 
ready to negotiate its independent 
nuclear deterrent until the size of 
Soviet and U.S. nuclear arsenals 
bad been radically reduced. 

Mr. Howe said the offer of a 
dialogue was contained in a letter 
from Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher delivered to Sovief lea- 
der Mikhail Gorbachev on Thu- 
rsday. 

In it "she welcomed the pro- 
spect of a deeper dialogue.” Mr. 
Howe said. But. replying to Mr. 
Gorbachev's invitation of direct 
talks with Britain on nuclear wea- 
pons. she made it clear there were 
essential conditions to be fulfilled 
before the government reviewed 
its position. 

"We must first see radical red- 
uctions in the superpower arsenals 
without any significant change in 
Soviet defensive capability.” Mr. 
Howe said. 

He added, however: "We are 
ready and willing in future con- 
tacts to explore with the Russians 
the wider aspects of arms control 
— including the need for inc- 
reased confidence and greater 
stability in the East-West rel- 
ationship.” 

Mrs. Thatcher had fold Mr. 
Gorbachev the dialogue . should 
take place between Mr. Howe and 
Soviet Foreign Minister Eduard 
Shevardnadze. Mr. Howe said he 
hoped Mr. Shevardnadze would 
soon be able to take up an inv- 
itation to visit Britain. 

The proposal appeared to con- 
firm an improvement in Anglo- 
Soviet relations following a series 
of expulsions of allegecf spies in 
September. 

Government sources said the 
proposed dialogue would con- 
centrate on such issues as chemical 
weapons and verification of arms 
control agreements. 

. Mr. Howe saidhe and Mrs. Tha- 
tcher would meet President Rea- 
gan immediately after Mr. Rea- 
gan’s summit meeting with Mr. 
Gorbachev in Geneva later this 
month. 

Government sources said the 
meeting would take place in Bru- 
ssels on Nov. 21 . the day. after the 
summit, when Mr. Reagan would 
meet Western European leaders 
to brief them on its results. 


U.S- officials offer cautious 
welcome to Arafat 


WASHINGTON (Agencies) - 
U.S. officials have offered a cau- 
tious welcome to Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO) Cha- 
irman Yasser Arafat's ren- 
unciation of violence outside occ- 
upied Arab lands. 

The officials, who asked not io 
he named, described Mr. Arafat's 
declaration in Cairo as a positive 
step but not a major one on the 
road to peace talks with Israel. 

"It is not really a major step," 
one official said. "We are not sure 
he' has been directly responsible 
for the violence (outside the occ- 
upied territories), so his ability, to 
enforce his declaration is a major 
question.” 

Mr. Arafat read what he called 
“the Cairo Declaration'' to rep- 
orters on Thursday, renouncing 
violence outside the occupied ter- 
ritories and promising punishment 
for transgressors (See page 4). 

The U.S. officials said Was- 
hington wanted Mr. Arafat to 
renounce all violence in order to 
make significant advances tow- 
ards peace talks. 

Jordan, in accordance with the 
Feb. 1 J Jordan-PLO accord, pro- 


posed rhat a joint Jordanian- 
Palestinian delegation meet senior 
U.S. officials as~a first step on the 
road to peace talks at an int- 
ernational conference. 

The U.S. officials said Was- 
hington accepted that the Pal- 
estinian members of the proposed 
delegation would have to be app- 
roved by Mr. Arafat, even though 
the United Stales refuses to talk to 
the PLO until it recognises Israel's 
right to exist. 

"We know A rafat has to give his 
imprimatur on the list for the joint 
Jordanian-Palestinian del- 
egation." one official said. 

"The U.S. position is that the 
Palestinians who go to the table 
must renounce violence, so if they 
are going to be sanctioned by Ara- 
fat, he had to renounce violence.” 
the official added. 

The officials said they 1 relieved 
Mr. Arafat made Thursday's dec- 
laration under pressure. 

"Basically, he has done what 
( Egyptian President Hosni) Mub- 
arak was asking him to do. He was 
getting frustrated by what he sees 
as random PLO violence." one 
official said. 


American hostages send 
open appeal to Reagan 


BEIRUT (AP) — Fourof the mis- 
sing American hostages in Leb- 
anon appealed to President Ron- 
ald Reagan on Friday in a letter 
sent to the Associated Press bur- 
eau in Beirut to negotiate with 
their kidnappers to secure their 
freedom. 

“There is no alternative.’' they 
said in an open letter to Mr. Rea- 
gan. “They say they will not be 
moved and are growing imp- 
atient.'’ 

"Mr. President, how long do 
you suppose these people will 
wait? We have no chance of esc- 
aping. and our captors say if any 
attempt is made to rescue us they 
and we will all die.” 

The letter was signed by Terry 
Anderson, chief Middle East cor- 
respondent of the Associated 
Press; the Reverend Lawrence 
Jenco. a Roman Catholic priest; 
David Jacobsen, director of the 
American University Hospital in 
Beirut; and Thomas Sutherland, 
dean of agriculture at the Ame- 
rican University of Beirut. 

The letter, one of a package of 
letters from the hostages delivered 
to the AP. was dated at 1 p.m. 
( 1 1 00 GMT) Friday, the day after 
anonymous telephone callers in 
Beirut claimed the hostages had 
been shot by firing squads. 

AJ\ staffers identified And- 


erson's handwriting and signature 
in the letters. 

In a separate letter to the media, 
signed by all four, the captives 
said: " We have just been told that 
someone has claimed that Islamic 
Jihad has killed all of us. 

“Obviously this is not true. Our 
captors say it was an attempt by 
the U.S. government to spoil neg- 
otiations.” 

An anonymous caller tel- 
ephoned a Western news agency 
in Beirut on Thursday claiming to 
speak for the fundamentalist 
group, saying that the hostages 
were to be killed because neg- 
otiations with the United States 
have "readied a dead end," 

Two later calls claimed the hos- 
tages had been killed and their 
bodies dumped in Beirut. But pol- 
ice searches turned up no bodies. 

The letters gave no indication 
where the hosiages were being 
held. 

Bui in the open letter to Mr. 
Reagan they said: ” We are kept in 
small, damp (two words scratched 
out) 24 hours a day. without pro- 
per exercise, sanitation, fresh air 
or balanced diet. 

"We have only intermittent 
acess to outside news. It is difficult 
to remain cheerful and optimistic 
when wc see no sign anywhere of 
progress towards our release.”

TEL AVIV (\P| - Israeli lea- 
ders from both major parties on 
Friday rejected Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation Chairman 
Yasser A ratal's pledge to refrain 
from violent attacks outside 
Israel i-occupied territories. 

But one Israeli newspaper quo- 
ted unnamed political sources as 
calling the Cairo declaration a 
step in the right direction. 

. Mr. Arafat said on Thursday the 
PLO would punish those who car- 
ried out "all outside operations 
and all forms of terrorism.” 

But Mr. Arafat indicated Pal- 
estinian commandos would con- 
tinue to operate inside the 
Israeli-occupied icirttoiics. He 
said Palestinians had the right to 
fight against the Israeli occupation 
in all possible ways u ith the aim o! 
the \\ ithdrawal of the Isj ,icli*. ftom 
these lands. 

The PLO chaiiman has been 
undet pressure to publicly i en- 
ounce "terrorism" as a prelude to 
Middle East peace talks. A con- 
vincing change of policy In Mr. 
Arafat could remove U.S." obj- 
ect tons to the PLO playing a tole 
in the peace process. 

But I .racl's former amhassadui 
to Washington. Labour Patty leg- 
islator Simcha Diniiz. said he 
doubted Mr. Arafat's statement 
would change U.S. policy. 

And Foreign Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir summoned U.S.. Amb- 
assador Thomas Pickering to warn 
the United States against being 
'."misled by promises of Arab lea- 
ders thqt the PI.O was modify ing 
its position." Israel army radio 
reported. 

Prime Minister, Shimon Peres 
has said he does 'not expect the 
PLO to give up violence, but ha- 
said he would lx: willing to talk 
with Palestinians who renounced 
"terrorism." 

Shamir, leader of the right wing 
Likud bloc in the coalition gov- 
ernment. was quoted bv the daily 
Ylauriv and Israel army radio on 
Friday as saying he found the ple- 
dge unacceptable because it amo- 
unted to a "support of terrorism 
against Israel.” 

’ll is permitted to mur der Jews, 
hut not to commit terrorist acts in 
Europe, because that bothers 
Europeans " Shamir contended in 
the Maariv interview. 

In a speech broadcast in part on 
Lhc radio. Shamir accused the 
Egyptian government of con- 
travening its 1 97y agreemeni w ith 
Israel by hosting Mr. Arafat in 
Cairo. ”1 don't understand why 
the Egyptian leaders are not ash- 
amed to be partners lo this dis- 
graceful declaration." Shamil 
said. 

An unidentified Peres aide was 
quoted on Israel Television Thu- 
rsday night us saying only a "sim- 
pleton" would lxlieve Mr. Ara- 
fat’s pledge not to attack civilian - 
targets.

A poll in Haaretz published on

The poll liy Public Opinion 
Research Institute I PORI) was 
conducted by personal interview 
between Oct. 20-25 and carried a 
2.5 per cent margin of error, a pol- 
ling official said.

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House 
votes 
to delay 
Jordan 
arms sales 


WASHINGTON (R) — A key con- 
gressional committee, folio wing 
the U.S. Senate's lead, has agreed 
to postpone anti! 1986 a con- 
frontation with President Reagan 
over a J 1.9 billion arms sales to 
Jordan. 

The House of Representatives 
Foreign Affaire Committee pas- 
sed a bill prohibiting the sale until 
March 1 unless Jordan “enters 
direct and meaningful neg- 
otiations with Israel.** 

The unanimous voice vote vir- 
tually assures that the full House 
will give final approval to the leg- 
islation next Tuesday. 

The Senate passed the same 
measure 97 to one on Oct. 24. 

Mr. Reagan agreed to sign tt 
into law after being persuaded it 
was better than an indefinite ban 
on the sale, which Congress was 
on the verge of passing and which 
administration officials feared 
might have derailed the Middle 
East peace process. 

Mr. Reagan “has been given the 
gift: of time” to pursue neg-- 
otiatkms towards peace, said 
Democratic Representative Rob-- 
iert Torricelli on New Jersey. 

Some pro-Israel opponents of 
the weapons deal prevented the 
committee from acting last Tue- 
sday because they wanted to make 
the biD stricter by requiring that if 
direct and meaningful neg- 
otiations are not -begun by March 
1. Mr. Reagan would have to res- 
ubmir-the sale proposal to Con- 
gress. 

Senior U.S. officials had made it 
dear Mr. Reagan would go ahead 
with the sale of anti-aircraft wea- 
pons and advanced jet fighters 
after March 1 . 

But the committee critics were 
apparently convinced that if the 
House altered the bilL it stood a 
poor chance of passing the Senate 
and winning Mr. Reagan’s - sig- 
nature before a legal time limit 
expires on Nov. 20. 

/ After the sale was formally pro- 
posed last months Congress had 
-30 days to disapprove of the deal 
or Mr. Reagan could proceed.

Israeli-sponsored meeting at 
U.N. triggers Arab protest 


UNITED NATIONS (R) — An Arab League spo- 
kesman has charged that an Israeli-sponsored mee- 
ting at U.N. headquarters next Sunday would be an 
abuse of the world organisation’s facilities. 


Ambassador Govis Maksoud. 
the league’s U.N. observer, was 
referring to a gathering billed in 
Israeli press releases as a “con- 
ference on Israel . Zionism and the 
United Nations" to "repudiate the 
slander" of a 1975 General Ass- 
embly resolution equating Zio- 
nism with racism. 

He told a news conference the 
event, on the 10th anniversary of 
the adoption of the resolution, 
would be "an abuse and a vio- 
lation which, if allowed to go unc- 
hecked. would constitute a dan- 
gerous precedent” 

Mr. Maksoud said he and sev- 


eral other A rab envoys had visited 
Secretaiy General Javier Perez de 
Cuellar to protest against what he 
called the "distortion of the pri- 
vilege** normally accorded to U.N. 
delegations of sponsoring mee- 
tings. 

He compared it to having “an 
illegal settlement” and a “sort of 
invasion of Zionists” at U .N. hea- 
dquarters. 

A LLN. spokesman earlier told 
reporters the secretary general 
had expressed his concern to Isr- 
aeli Ambassador Benjamin Net- 
anyahu dial advance publicity 
about the gathering “did not fit 


in” with what had been agreed in 
an exchange of letters last June. 

The spokesman said it had been 
agreed that the meeting would be 
a seminar on “the United Nations 
and Israel." with 500 invited gue« 


ting, to assess the situation and see 
what further steps should be 
taken, he said.

Belgrade rules out ties with Israel 


BELGRADE (R) — Yugoslavia 
has said there was no change in its 
attitude towards Israel despite 
reports that the two countries 
were preparing to re-establish 
formal diplomatic links. 

“There are no changes in Yug- 
oslavia's position towards Israel 
because all the reasons which cau- 
sed the break in 1 967 still stand. 1 ’ 
Foreign Ministry Spokesman Zel- 
jko Jeglicsaid in reply to questions 
by journalists. 

The influential daily new-, 
spaper. Vjesnik. in a commentary 
that appeared to have been san- 
ctioned at a ■ high-level, aigued- 
Thureday that a renewal of dip- 
lomatic relations would give Yug- 
oslavia more influence in the Mid- 
dle East. 

A re-establishment of ties 
would not signal any change in 
Yugoslavia’s non-aligned policy 


or any switch of support from the 
Palestinian and Arab cause, it 
said 

The newspaper article followed 
reports from the Middle East and 
Moscow that Israel may be poised 
to improve ties with the Soviet 
Union and its allies. 


Israeli Foreign Minister Yit- 
zhak Shamir said recently that an 
East European country in the Sov- 
iet Bloc was about to improve ties 
with Israel, but did not identify the 
country involved 
Although not a member of the 
Soviet Bloc, Yugoslavia, like most 
of Moscow’s East European allies 
severed ties with Israel during the 
1 967 Middle East war. 


Arguing that renewed ties with 
Israel would allow Belgrade to 
have more influence on Middle 
East developments. Vjesnik said: 


“Not even the best policy can pass 
over broken bridges. 

“If Yugoslavia established- rel- 
ations with Israel it might help 
there to be more non-alignment in 
the Middle East than is the case so 
far.” 

Vjesnik said renewed ties would 
allow Yugoslavia “to support the 
interests of all people Living in and 
around Israel.” But it suggested 
there would be no compromise on 
policy towards Israel. 

“If someone recognises som- 
eone else, it does not mean that it 
supports everything that it (the 
other party) is doing.” the new- 
spaper said. 

Yugoslavia pursues a strongly 
pro-Arab policy in the Middle 
East, uiging foil respect for the 
rights of the Palestinians and att- 
acking what it routinely calls Isr- 
ael's “aggressive” polities.

WASHINGTON (R) - A leader 
of a West Bank Israeli settlers’ 
movement has said preparations 
were in progress for peace talks- 
including Israel, the United Sta- 
tes.

But a State Department spo- 
kesman strongly denied that such 
a meeting had been arranged. 

Danjefla Weiss, a leader of the 
West Bank settlers group Gush 


Emunim (bloc of the faithful), told 
a news conference her Israeli cab- 
inet sources said Syria, and Egypt 
would also participate in die talks 
in Geneva within two months. She 
declined to name her sources. 

The State Department spo- 
kesman said Washington would be 
ecstatic if such a meeting could be 
arranged but that, unfortunately. 
Weiss was incorrect. 

Webs, in foe United States to 


seek support for building more 
West Bank settlements, claimed 
plans for the talks had gone ahead 
after Israel worked out a secret 
agreement with Jordan for joint 
Israeli-Jordanian administration 
in West Bank lands captured by 
Israel in 1967.

Shaka’a: Most West Bankers support compromise 


NABLUS. West Bank (R) - A 
Palestinian leader said Friday that 
most Palestinians in the West 
Bank were so fed up with Israeli 
occupation that they would accept 
almost any compromise to break 
the Arab-Israeli deadlock. 

Bassam Shaka’a. the deposed 
mayor of Nablus, said he viewed 
the Joidan-Falestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO) accord to 
make peace with Israel in exc- 
hange for occupied territory as 
one such compromise. 

Only a minority of Palestinians 
in the West Bank thought com- 
promise would divide Pales tinians 


and 1>enefit Israel, said Mr. 
-Shaka’a. who lost both legs when 
Israeli terrorist blew up his ,car in 
1980. 

He declined direct comment on 
PLO leader Yasser Arafat's sta- 
tement in Cairo Thursday limiting 
Palestinian attacks against Israel 
to the West Bank and Gaza Strip. 

IsraeliauthoritiesdisTnissed Mr. 
Shaka’a in 1982 from his post as 
mayor of Nablus, a town of 
100.000 people and a major Pal- 
estinian nationalist centre. 

Mr. Shaka’a told reporters at bis’ 
home: ‘Tt is true: Perhaps 70 per 
cent of West Bankers are so fed up 


with the situation that they are 
ready for nearly any compromise 
with the Israelis. 

The former mayor steers away 
from active politics but is known 
to be an influence on hard-fineis 
in Palestinian universities and one 
of the few leaders to believe that 
Mr. Arafat and the PLO are too 
moderate. 

The English-language edition 
of tiie Palestinian weekly Al-Fajr 
said Friday that there would be no 
lasting Middle East peace until 
Israel agreed to the PLO par- 
ticipation in the negotiating pro- 
cess. 


“Admittedly, thepresentlsraeli 
Prime Minster (Shimon) Peres 
has upgraded the status of Pal- 
estinians somewhat and is pre- 
pared to negotiate with a 
Jordanian -Palestinian delegation. 

“But the crucial question is 
which Palestinians Peres is willing 
to talk to? 

“Deep down. Israeli leaders 
must certainly know that the PLO 
is the sole and legitimate rep- 
resentative of the Palestinians... 
avoidance of dealing with the PLO 
simply means they are not int- 
erested in a just and lasting 
peace.”

TEL AVIV (R) — Just over 40 
per cent of Israelis favour the pri- 
nciple of an independent state for 
the Palestinians, and 30 per cent 
believe it should be established in 
the occupied West Bank and Gaza 
Strip, according to an opinion poll. 

The poll, taken by the Public 
Opinion Research Institute and 
published in Friday's independent 
Haaretz newspaper, showed that 
40.8 per cent of those questioned 
said they were in principle in fav- 
our of tiie Palestinians having a 
state of their own. 

Thirty per cent said it should be 
established on tiie West Bank and 
in tiie Gaza Strip, “cm condition 
that they (the Palestinians) rec- 
ognise Israel and stop all hostile 
activities.” 

But 61.1 per cent were opposed 
to a Palestine state in the occupied 
areas “even if the Pales tinians 
recognise Israel and abandon hos- 
tile actions.’* 

The poll was taken among a 
sample of 1.200 men and women 
throughout Israel. 

On Thursday, another poll pub- 
lished in Haaretz said Israeli 
Prime Minister Shimon Peres' 
Labour Party has stretched its lead 
over right-wing rivals but still 
lacks the backing to form a 
narrow-based government. 

The survey showed Labour and 
left-of-centre allies would poll 
45.4 per cent of the vote in a gen- 
eral election. The Likud Bloc and 
right-wing parties had a combined 
total of 32.5 per cent 

The poll took place amid spe- 
culation Mr. Peres may break up 
his present coalition with Likud, 
which has been rocked by rows 
over Middle East peace moves, 
and call an early election. 

According to the survey. Lab- 
our backinghas increased by three 
per cent since the July. 1 984. 


Israel closes Arab theatre over protest

TEL AVIV (Agencies) - Israeli 
military authorities dosed an 
Arab theatre in east Jerusalem to 
stop a meeting protesting against 
the expulsion of four Palestinians, 
describing it as an anti-Israeli gat- 
hering. 

The military, which has exp- 
elled 21 Palestinians to Jordan 
since September in a bid to root 
out commando attacks, said the 
four men were active members of 
commando groups. 

The four Palestinians appealed 
to Israel's supreme court, which 
issued a temporary restraining 
order barring their expulsion until 
a military committee reviews acc- 
usations against them. 

In another incident the Israeli 


Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin. 
Wednesday ordered the dosure of 
a magazine for Jewish settlers on 
the West Bank for saying the gov- 
ernment would face a revolt if it 
traded captured Arab land for 
peace. 

A Defence Ministiy awkesroan 
said the magazine Alez Yud.wss 
violating Israeli laws against inc- 
itement and operating without a 
licence. 

Prime Minister Shimon Peres 
criticised the settlers m Parliament 
Wednesday, saying: “They have 
taken upon themselves the leg- 
islative role of the Knesset (par- 
liament) to deiennine what is law- 
ful and unlawful in Israel." *

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Mother, son hang for 
first degree murder 


AMMAN (J.T.) — The criminal 
ccmrtTharsday carried out a death 
sentence by hanging a woman and 
her son. This was the first exe- 
cution of a woman in Jordanian 
history .and .t^e first of a man 
under 20 years old, according to a 
report in A1 .Ra’i Arabic dafly 
newspaper Friday. 

The report said Sihan Zayid 
Elayan and her son Asri were con- 
victed of first degree murder for 
Idling the woman’s husband, Zaid 
Mohammad Elayan. earlier this 


from' their cells, both dressed in 
red. at 4:30 a.m. and said that 
their last wish on earth was to have 
God's forgiveness. The hanging 
then took place. 

The husband was reportedly 
■ strangled to death with a piece of 
rope whilst sleeping in his house in 
a -village in the oorth of the Kin- 
gdom. According to the report, 
die murder was instigated when 


the husband registered a piece of 
his land in the name of a son from 
bis first marriage, thereby inc- 
urring the wrath of the second wife 
and me other children. 

The second wife, aged 40. inc- 
ited her children to strangle their 
father while sleeping and the mur- 
der was carried out on Jan. 5, 
1985. A daughter (H) brought a 
piece of rope to theson (Asri) who 
made a it not and. with the help of 
his mother, put it around the 
man’s neck.

The spirit 
of the walkers and the good wea- 
ther kept the parti c i pan ts going, 
according to one participant.

“Walkman ’’recorders while some 
others read newspapers and cra- 
cked jokes along the route. People 
who did not participate drove in 
their cars asking the walkers what 
they needed and provided ref- 
reshments. 

Towards die end of the walk, 
participants experience a. feeling 
of euphoria and light heartedness. 
Some said: “I can’t fed anymore.”' 
“I feel awful.” “quite honestly it 
was fun at firsthand then it became 
a challenge.” in spite of exh- 
austion, the general consensus 
among the participants was one of 
satisfaction.

AMMAN — A prominent Eri- 
trean rebel leader said Thursday 
his group bad appealed to the Uni- 
ted States and the Soviet Union to 
find a peaceful solution to the 
24-year-old Eritrean problem 
during the planned summit bet- 
ween the two superpowers, sch- 
eduled for Nov. 1 9-20 in Geneva. 

Copies of the appeal to U.S. 
President Reagan and Soviet lea- 
der Mikhail Gorbachev were dis- 
tributed to the press by chairman 
of the executive committee of the 
Eritrean Liberation Front-United 
Organisation. Osman Saleh 
Sabbe. currently visiting Amman. 

Tbe absence of a peaceful sol- 
utoin to tbe problem has agg- 
ravated the situation in the Red 
Sea and the Horn of Africa and 
could lead to further destruction. 
Mr. Sabbe told a press conference 
on Thursday. 

He contended that tbe 1950 
(JN. resolution relevant to the 
Eritrean problem was against tbe 
will and interests of Eritreans as it 
called for the annexation of Eri- 
trea. The annexation and a fed- 
eration with Ethiopia was by no 


means favoured by the people of 
Eritrea. Me. Sabbe said. The fed- 
eration was illegally annulled in 
1 962. he continued. 

The front, grouping three Eri- 
trean liberation factions, has been 
seeking to formulate a delegation 
to negotiate with the Ethiopian 
government in order to arrive at a 
political solution to the conflict, be 
said. Mr. Sabbe urged Arab cou- 
ntries to meet the front's military 
and financial needs to support the 
Eritrean struggle for an ind- 
ependent homeland. 

Mr. Sabbe. who earlier visited 
Sudan. Saudi Arabia, the United 
Arab Emirates. >atar and Iraq, 
said that the Arab countries’ con- 
tributions to Eritrea do not meet 
the increasing threat of drought 
and the slack economy. However, 
some Arab countries have exp- 
ressed willingness to extend help 
to -drougbt-streken Eritrea and 
others have done their share. Mr. 
Sabbe continued. 

He paid tribute to His Royal 
Highness Crown Prince Hassan 
for the campaign he launched to 
collect financial and in-kind con- 
tributions to help the Sudanese 
people overcome the conditions of 
drought affecting Sudan. He said 


that part of the aid was allocated 
for Eritrean immigrants in Sudan. 
Mr. Sabbe said he also app- 
reciated the Crown Prince's visit 
to Eritrean refugee camps in 
Sudan which accommodate more 
than 130.000 refugees. Regarding 
the impact of the drought on Eri- 
trea. Mr. Sabbe said more than 
30.000 people have died during 
the last two years. 

In reference to Eritrea’s rel- 
ations with Arab countries, he said 
that most Arab countries have 
shown keen interest in helping 
Eritrea. In the course of Mr. 
Sabbe's tour of the region, he met 
with Acting Foreign Minister 
Hazem Nuseibeh and Minister of 
Information Mohammad Khatib 
to discuss organised moves which 
could help solve the Eritrean pro- 
blem both politically and eco- 
nomically. 

On Eriirean-Sudanese rel- 
ations, Mr. Sabbe said that current 
ties are better than when president 
Numeiri was in power. The new 
ruling military council in Sudan 
has strengthened relations with 
Eritrea and furthermore the cou- 
ncil is mediating to find an end to 
the on-going war between tbe two 
oountries. be concluded.

AMMAN — Gestures without 
words, the movement of the body 
and facial expressions are the 
means used to convey characters 
and the story of silent theatrical 
entertainment in “Manitou.” ' to 
be presented today at the Royal 
Cultural Centre in Amman. 

The burlesque mime per- 
formance by French comedians 
Yves Riou and Philippe Pouch ain 
is an activity organised by the 
French Embassy in Jordan in coo- 
peration with the Royal Cultural 
Centre and tbe Association of 
French Women in Jordan. 

• Using the international lan- 
guage of tiie body to make the 
comic predicaments of the forces 
intelligible to the Jor danian aud- 
ience. the French duo will present 
a revelation of the French festival 
"Prin temps de Borages." an ann- 
ual variety event dedicated to 
young French authors and com- 
posers. 

Pantomime as a theatrical art 
fgrm flourished first in Rome dur- 


ing the reign of the Emperor Aug- 
ustus. It was called “Pantomimus ’ 
meaning imitator of all things, a 
term that applied to both the art 
form and the performer. 

In France, dramatic ballet. 
“Ballet (TAction” was introduced 
by choreographer Jean George 
Noverre in 1750. The French inn- 
ovator banished the geometric 
configuration of the court ballet 
and had his dancers narrate myt- 
hological stories in dumb shows. 
Another impetus came in 1819. 
when Jean Caspard Deburau inv- 
ented the character of Pierrot in 
the Parisian Theatre des Fun- 
ambhies. Pierrot a creation of the 
romantic age and today a classical 
mime diaracter. is an emaciated 
figure; white-robed, pale-faced 
lover never able to fulfil his dre- 
ams. 

Classical mime steps have to be 
mastered as much as apart of the 
mime repertoire as the A rabesque 
is of a ballet As a complement to 
mime, ballet is studied to cultivate 
grace, rhythm and control. 

In mime, the necessity of tra- 
nslating an idea into effective 


mime term is the unique feature 
that makes it one of the most cha- 
llenging of all the performing arts. 
Not only must the mimer have 
skills, but also perception, ima- 
gination. intelligence and a sense 
of theatre. With all these qua- 
lifications Riou and Pouchain are 
expected to successfully create 
• and execute their show for the 
Jordanian public. 

Using gags, the twinkling of 
their eyes and facetious mimics, 
the popular French pantomimisis 
will relate the story of two angels 
descending from heaven. At the 
beginning, the angels’ relationship 
with each other is friendly and 
warm but later they become ope- 
nly hostile and strive without 
mercy to divide the world between 
them. 

Manitou is the third mime by 
this duo. Their first was “Music 
Hall,” in 1981, which launched 
them to fame and the second was 
“Last Meal” presented suc- 
cessfully on a tour of Brazil in 
1982. Manitou was presented at 
Bahino and Olympia, the two gre- 
atest Parisian music halls.

Arafat reaffirms commitment

of private talks here this week with 
President Hosni Mubarak had 
achieved important results. 
“Egyptian-Palestinian relations 
are very strong.” he added. 

The PLO leader came to Cairo 
to heal a rift caused by the hijack 
by Palestinians last month of the 
Italian cruise ship Achille Lauro 
off Egyptian coast and by com- 
ments from senior PLO members 
criticising Egypt’s handling of the 
incident. 

PLO spokesman Ahmad Abdul 
Rahman meanwhile told reporters 
the PLO “is ready to consider 
conditions presented by the dif- 
ferent parties to convene an int- 
ernational conference in return 
for safeguarding the rights of the 
Palestinian people.” 

Egyptian Foreign Minister 
Esmat Abdul Meguid said Mr. 
A rafat's Cairo statement was 
important step and had set the 
PLO firmly on a path towards 
negotiated Middle East peace. 

“This clear and public PLO sta- 
nce will promote the peace pro- 
cess and prove to the world that 
the PLO is keen to condemn ter- 
rorism... ”Mr. Abdul Meguid told 
journalists. 

Mr. Arafat, who is expected to 
leave Cairo on Saturday, attended 
a Soviet embassy reception Thu- 
rsday night and took time out on 
Friday to visit the widow and son 
of late Egyptian President Gamal 
Abdul Nasser. 

The PLO leader arrived here on 
Monday for his second confirmed 
visit in two years to Egypt. 

Commenting on a tour-stage 
Mideast plan, which Luxembourg 
Foreign Minister Jacques Poos 


said was outlined to him tty Kina 
Hussein during his visit the Grand 
Duchy earlier this week. Mr. Ara- 
fat said on Wednesday he had not 
discussed this matter with the 
King. 

Mr. Poos said Tuesday the King 
had told him of the plan during 
talks in Luxembourg on Tuesday. 
He said it involved an eventual 
'recognition of Israel by the PLO 
and the holding of an international 
Middle East peace conference. 

Asked to comment on the plan. 
Mr. Arafat said on Wednesday: “I 
did not discuss this matter with His 
Majesty.” But when pressed to 
comment specifically on whether 
he would agree to give Israel an 
explicit recognition as reported by 
Mr. Poos, he said: 

“What 1 am offering is this: ‘let 
us go to the negotiating table wit- 
hout preconditions.’ an int- 
ernational conference under the 
United Nations' flag.” 

Mr. Arafat was speaking in an 
interview with Visnews. the int- 
ernational television news agency. 
Excerpts from the interview was 
carried by Reuter. 

“Why only preconditions for 
the Palestinians? I have special 
preconditions, first the right of the 


Palestinians to return to their 
homeland and self-determination 
for the Palestinian people.” Mr. 
Arafat said. 

But the PLO chairman rei- 
terated his commitment to the 
Feb. 1 1 accord. 

“We have declared that we are 
committed to it. His Majesty King 
Hussein declared the same. We 
think it is the strong foundation 
for this peace process.” he said. 

Following Mr. Arafat’s sta- 
tement renouncing violence out- 
side the occupied territories on 
Thursday, Nabil Sha’ath. a senior 
PLO official who was mentioned 
as a member of a joint 
Jordanian-Palestinian delegation 
for talks with the U.S.. said Thu- 
rsday: 

“We reiterate to the world the 
difference between terrorism and 
armed struggle... the difference 
between terrorism and the right of 
the Palestinian people to str- 
uggle." 

After Thursday’s declaration, 
spokesman Abdul Rahman said 
the PLO expected Washington 
“to quickly reassess its anti-PLO 
campaign.”

Al Ra’i: An honourable stand 

ITALIAN PRIME Minister Bettino Craxi has displayed courage and 
responsibility by declaring before parliament in Rome that he does 
not question the legitimacy of the Palestine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) and its right to resist occupation in the occupied Arab lands. 
The Italian prime minis ter has defied the Zionists and their pro- 
paganda and brought an end to the Israeli hegemony over Europe's 
information media. The Italian government and people should and 
must be aware of the true situation in the Middle East region and 
should help in establishing peace in our region. Of course. Israel is 
bound to protest to Italy over Craxfs statement and over his defence 
of the rights of the Palestinian people. Israel has been exerting all 
efforts to abort all attempts leading to peace and impeding ail end- 
eavours leading to a just settlement of the Palestine problem by 
distorting the facts about the Middle East situation and about the 
struggle of the Palestinian people to regain their lawful rights and 
lands. The Italian prime minister's statement to parliament has given 
the peace march a new impetus and Craxfs stand is worthy of- 
appreciation by all the Arab countries and their friends and all 
peace-loving nations. Perhaps the whole European Community will 
now follow in Craxfs steps and also take serious measures to est- 
ablish peace in our region. 


Al Dustour: Italy’s role 

ITALIAN PRIME Minister Bettino Craxi is perhaps the first Wes- 
tern leader to announce supporting for the legitimacy of the Pal- 
estinian people's struggle against occupation in Palestine. He told' 
parliament in Rome that he does not contest the right of these 
oppressed people and therefore he supports the right of PLO to strive 
to regain Palestinian land. The Italian parliament gave him a vote of 
confidence for his courageous stand and for his reasonable argument 
The statement should be a deeply appreciated by the Arab peoples 
including the Palestinians. Craxi has been exposed to a hostile cam- . 
paign by certain circles and by the U.S. and Israel for his handling of 
the Acnille Lauro affair, eventually leading to the downfall of his 
government But the Italian leader chose the proper time in par- 
liament to declare that he supports the legitimate right of fo&f al-- 
estinian people in resisting occupation. We deeply appreciate the 
Italian prime minister's stand and his statement which of course 
would bring upon him the wrath of world Zionism and would cause 
Israel to take steps against him in world forums. Craxfs statement 
was an endorsement for Palestinian' resistance activity in the occ- 
upied Arab land, a right which Israel and the United States have been 
striving hard to deny the Arab people, with the aim of perpetuating 
occupation. 


Sawt Al Saab : A man of principle 

WE SHOULD not be surprised like the Israelis and other Western 
circles by the Italian prime minister's announcement that he supports 
the rightful Palestinian resistance against occupation. In fact, why 
should the West be surprised when they have earlier heard the 
American president voicing support for Israel's air raid on Tunis and 
its aggression against Lebanon. Craxi has told parliament in Rome 
that the Palestinians have the right to seek the liberation of their 
homeland and have the right to self-determination.

The Arabs have a just cause to fight for an the- 
refore. they should continue the struggle and intensify their cam- 
paigns leading to the realisation of their goals.

Al Ra 9 i : A mission for peace 

KING HUSSEIN’S visit to France which began Wednesday comes in 
the course of his efforts on the international scene in defence of Arab 
causes. France was among the foremost nations in Europe which 
welcomed a joint Jordanian-Palestinian delegation and voiced sup- 
port for the Jordan-PLO accord. It is therefore important for the 
Arabs to preserve France’s support for the Arab causes and prevent 
Israel from influencing French stand and policy with regard to the 
Middle East question. King Hussein's talks with President Francois 1 
Mitterrand wfll no doubt focus on Europe's role in finding a just and 
durable solution for the Middle East problem wi thin the framework 
of an international conference. Also the talks will focus on relations 
between the two countries and ways to bolster bilateral cooperation. 
Jordan realises the importance of the time factor, and that Israel is in 
a race with time to consolidate its hold over the Arab territory, and 
therefore, everything possible should be done to ensure quick mov- 
ement towards peace and towards aborting Israels attempts to exc- 
lude the Palestinians from peace negotiation. It is hoped that the 
Franco- Jordanian summit talks will lead to further intensifying int- 
ernational efforts to arrive at peace. 

Sawt Al Shaab: GCC efforts for peace 

THE FINAL communique issued by die Gulf Cooperation Council 
meeting in Oman has pledged to continue efforts designed to bring to . 
an end to the Gulf war which has lasted for five years. The council 
members, grouping six Arab Gulf states have discussed all aspects of 
the war and its repercussion and adverse effects on the region as a 
whole. They have now decided to take practical steps and hold urgent 
contracts with Iraq and Iran to stem the conflict. With these decisions 
the council members have proved they were shouldering their nat- 
ional responsibilities towards their region and their nation. They 
have to cany out steps leading to the end of this war that has sapped 
the Gulf countries’ valuable resources and threatened to spill over to 
neighbouring areas. Their final communique contained elements 
that reflect their countries' concern over other issues plaguing other 
Arab countries. The communique has thus displayed the Arab Gulf 
countries' genuine concern over the future of their nation and over 
safeguarding their national interests. 


Israel’s anti-PLO drive hardens Palestinians’ stand

NABLUS. Occupied West Bank 
— A % diplomatic campaign 
by Israel to exclude the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation from any 
Israeli-Jordanian peace neg- 
otiations has stiffened a rej- 
ecrionist attitude held by many 
Palestinians throughout the 
Israeli-occupied West Bank and 
has put imo doubt the par- 
ticipation of any credible local 
.leaders in future talks. 

Since Israeli Prime Minister 
Shimon Peres' offer at die UN. 
General Assembly last week to 
open direct peace talks with Jor- 
dan. West Bank Palestinians of 
varying shades of ideology have 
come increasingly suspicious that 
Israel is preparing to strike a sep- 
arate pact with Jordan that would 
leave them as empty-handed as 
they emerged from the separate 
1979 treaty between Israel land 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat 
after Camp David. 

A consensus is growing among 
thoughtful Palestinians in the 
West Bank that the most they 
stand to gain in such a scenario is 
limited autonomy, which they 
were offered and resoundingly 
rejected five years ago. 

Jaded by 18 years of fruitless 
peace initiatives and military occ- 
upation. many West Bank Pal- 
estinians fear that peace without 
the PLO will fuel growing rad- 
icalism among the young post- 
1 3*7 war generation, and that vio- 
lence wQl reach new levels of fer- 
ocity. 

Those perceptions and dark 
forecast emerged from three days 
of interviews late last week with a 
cross-section of Palestinians thr- 
oughout the West Bank, from this 
traditionally nationalistic city in 
the northern S amari an HD Is to 
Hebron in the southernmost part 
of the occupied territory. 

Because they have been largely 
cut off from Palestinians in other 
countries since the 1967 Middle' 
East war in which Israel occupied 


the West Bank, its residents' view 
of what tactics should be adopted 
in tite search for peace may differ 
from that of foeir brethren outside 
the occupied territories. 

For instance, the demand for 
negotiations in an international 
forum is not as primary a focus in 
the West Bank as it is with the 
PLO leadership outside, but it is 
superseded by a concentration on 
the type of self-dele nninaiiou that 
might result from any talks, reg- 
ardless of the format. 

Ultimately, the two com- 
munities of Palestinians could end. 
up with differing requirements at 
some stage of peace negotiations. . 

Since all but one of the sig- 
nificant elected Palestinian lea- 
ders have been deposed by the 
military occupation authorities, 
expression of the mood in the 
West Bank has become amo- 
rphous. at best, making it difficult 
to gauge popular sentiment acc- 
’ urately. 

But opinion makers, whose 
views are read and listened to by 
that segment of the nearly 2.5 mil- 
lion Palestinians living in occupied 
areas, do shape public attitudes. 
And it is they, who by default, 
have stepped into the vacuum of 
Palestinian leadership and wDl be 
called upon to either acceptor rej-» 
ect Israeli offers to talk peace. 

With stunning unanimity, the 
unofficial spokesman for the Arab 
community flatly rejected the not- 
ion of peace talks without the PLO ' 
and its leader. Yasser Arafat. 

Their gloomy assessments con- 
trasted sharply with the heady 
peace fever that is sweeping thr- 
ough the Labour Party leadership 
and diplomatic circles here and 
abroad. 

The Israeli optimism is based 
largely on Peres' analysis that 
after the Acbflle Lauro hijacking. 
Jordan was re-evaluating its ties to 
the PLO. 

Sitting in his wheelchair on the 
veranda of his palatial hilltop villa 
here — deposed Nablus Mayor 
Bqssam Shaka appeared to reflect 
the view of instinctively rej- 


eetionist West Bank Palestinians, 
whose voices wfll contribute to 
any public response to new peace 
offers. 

“It’s another Labour Party trick 
to speak of peace without con- 
ditions and then add the condition 
of no talks with PLO- Why didn’t 
he (Feres) speak about wit- 
hdrawing his army from the West 
Bank?.” asked Shaka. both of 
whose legs were blown off in 1 980 
by a car bomb planted by Jewish 
settlers. 

Closer to the mainstream of 
moderate Palestinian leadership is 
East Jerusalem newspaper editor 
Hanna Siniora. who is on Arafat’s 
list of nominees to the joint 
Jordanian-Palestinian delegation 
and who has been held out by 
Peres as one of only two nom- 
inated negotiators acceptable to 
Israel. The other is Ga za Strip 
lawyer Fayez Abu Rahme. 

“If the (Israeli) strategy is to 
kick aside the PLO. no Palestinian 
would come forward, including 
myself.” said Siniora in an int- 
erview. 

He added, “there is concerted 
campaign by Peres, and backed by 
the United Suites, to stereotype 
Arafat and the PLO as terrorists. 
They think they can sow dis- 
sension between the Palestinians 
and Jordan and get separate 
Israeli-Jordanian peace tails. This 
is wishful thinking.” 

Declaring that West Bank 
Arabs “don’t want a repetition of 
the Camp David separate peace.” 
but instead want a comprehensive 
peace that provides Palestinian 
self-determination. Siniora said 
he was adamant on PLO par- 
ticipation. 

“We say. ‘if you want peace. 
talk to our representatives.' We 
are not gpmg to change today or 
tomorrow. Peace without the PLO 
is not possible. We have time. No 
matter what Peres’ wishful thi- 
nking is. the PLO is still the sym- 
bol of Palestinian self- 
determination.'' Siniora said. 

Siniora. who recently went to 


Amman to tty to dose the ranks 
between the PLO and die Jor- 
danians added, “everyone wants 
to pick, our leaders for us. We 
don't tell the Israelis what leaders 
they should pick." 

When asked if Israel could neg- 
otiate with the PLO while that 
group continued commando att- 
acks. Siniora replied, “what is the 
purpose of a liberation mov- 
ement? Just to sit and talk? We are 
against violence for violence’s 
sake, but nobody listens to a weak 
party. The United States 
• otiared with the Vietcong while 
1 both skies waged war.” 

Ziad Abu Ziad director of the 
Arab Council for Public Affairs 
and a moderate who regularly 
engages in peace dialogues with 
liberal-minded Israelis, said, “any 
peace initiative that doesn't res- 
pect the PLO falls beneath the ser- 
ious consideration of the (Arab), 
population here.” * T 

Abu Ziad argued tha 4 his- 
torically the Arab culture has tur-. 
ned to outside parties for med- 
iating disputes, as embodied in the 
sulha. a hatchet-burying ritual 
practiced by feuding clans. The 
PLO. he maintained, is engrained 
in the minds of most West Bank 
Palestinians as the natural med- 
iator for foeir grievances against 
Israel, and cannot be isolated from 
the process suddenly “just bec- 
ause a cruise ship was hijacked.” 

Abu Ziad said he found “pos- 
itive tilings” in Peres' UN. spe- 
ech. but added, “even if you say 
nice things, that’s not enough- 
That's what happened to the Rea- 
gan initiative. since it did not rel- 
ate to the PLO and self- 
determination. nobody took it ser- 
iously.” 

Even leading public figures in 
the Palestinian community who 
are openly chary about the PLO 
said they saw little hope for peace 
progress if PLO was excluded. 
Uthman Hallak. a prosperous 
West Bank industrialist and ack- 
nowledged moderate, said the 
new generation of West Bank 
Arab youths bora after the 1967 


war believe only m radical sol- 
ution to the Israeli occupation. 

•The only thing they believe in 
is the armed struggle ” he saK V 

Hallak argued in favour of a 
piecemeal Israeli withdrawal from 
the West Bank to avert a nse m- 
violence, starting wffc the Uir- 
nover of Jericho and the pnaseo 
withdrawal of Israeli troops from 
other densely populated Arab 
centres. 

Bethlehem Mayor Ehas Freij. a 
symbol of Palestinian moderation 
id the only elected mayor o* a 
major West Bank town allowed to 
remain in office, also said he was 
p essimis tic about the peace ini- 
tiative. _ . 

“Peres has to understand that 
without the full participation of 
die Palestinians, there won't be 
any peace. And no Palestinian, 
wherever he lives, can accept to 
participate without the full sup- 
port of the PLO. So. we are back 
to square one.” 

Freij called the PLO “the sym- 
bol of the Palestinian pecqrfe. 
There is no other organisation to 
fill foe vacuum.” 

Similarly, other deposed Arab 
mayors, who presumably would 
have a voice in any talks with Isr- 
ael. ruled out the chance of any 
.progress if the PLO is excluded. 

“I don’t th ink Jor dan wants to 
go forward without the PLO. It is 
dear the Israelis want that, but the 
PLO and Jordan, one cannot go 
ahead without- foe other.” said 
Mustafa Natche. foe deposed 
mayor of Hebron. 

Beyond foe operational obs- 
tacles facing peace negotiations, 
some Palestinian political analysts 
said, lies a collective dispiritedness 
and cynicism among West Bank 
Arabs that contributes to an ins- 
tinctively rejectionist attitude 
when confronted with yet another 
peace initiative.

Soviets view Reagan 
as a warmonger 


Americans impressed but do 
not trust Gorbachev

MOSCOW — For most Soviets, 
foe name Ronald Reagan is likely 
to evoke the image of a reckless 
“Star- Warmonger'’ bent on world 
domination. 

The Kremlin has toned down its 
rhetoric ' against the American 
President since foe United States 
and the Soviet Union began edg- 
ing bade to dialogue early last 
year. But a negative image seems 
to have stuck. 

Two weeks before Reagan’s 
summit meeting in Geneva with 
Mikhail Gorbachev, a small sam- 
ple of ordinary Soviets questioned 
by Reuters had little positive to 
say about foe man. 

Soviet officials, though guarded 
in their comments, remain sus- 
picious of his intentions and often 
contrast his approach to what they 
describe as foe “realism” of his 
predecessors. 

It is Reagan’s “Star Wars” 
space defence research prg- 
ramme. officially known as foe 
strategic defence initiative (SDI). 

. that has been at foe centre of rec- 
ent superpower debate, with Mos- 
cow insisting that Washington 
drop foe scheme. 

A Soviet university teacher 
commented: “It's dangerous for 
everybody- He just doesn’t seem 
to want an agreement, no matter 
what we offer him.” 

“He's not serious. Look at his 
speeches,” said a Moscow woman 
office worker. “You can’t trust a 
man who wants to throw Ame- 
rica’s weight around like that” 

Comments to foreigners from 
ordinary Soviets about Reagan 
usually focus on his alleged drive 
to dominate foe world even at foe 
risk of nuclear war. 

“Why is your Reagan not for 
peace?” is a typical question put 
by ordinary Soviets to Americans. 

Apart from a minority who lis- 
ten to foreign radio broadcasts or 
have access to foreign pub- 
lications. Soviet citizens have an 
image of Reagan and foe United 
States moulded entirely by the 
state media. 

These faithfully reflect the cur- 
rent Kremlin mood on U.S.- 
Soviet relations. Since Reagan 
look office, their reporting has 
ranged from negative to vitriolic. 

After he took office in J 980. foe 
Kremlin seemed to suspend jud- 
gment in the hope that Reagan's 
ami-Comraunist bark could prove 
stronger than his bite. The pre- 
cedent was Richard Nixon, a 
tough anti- Communist who for- 
ged foe detente of the 1970s. 

The attitude switched when 
Reagan took a public stance that 
clearly struck the Soviet lea- 
dership — always conscious of 
decorum — as nor only aggressive, 
but insulting. 

Reagan's description of the Sov- 
iet Union as an “empire of evil” 
and his dismissal of Communism 
as Insignificant stung Soviet sen- 
sibilities especially. 

By mid-1983. with tension ris-. 


ing over foe arrival of U.S. missiles 
in Europe, the Kremlin was bra- 
nding Reagan a warmonger and 
the press depicting him as a crazed 
anti- Communist crusader. . 

Cartoons -frequently associated 
him with Nazi-German images or 
caricatured him as a gun-toting 
cowboy riding a missile. 

The most bitter personal attack 
on Reagan came from the late 
President Yuri Andropov in Sep- 
tember 1983. 

In a statement seen as indicating 
the Kremlin was giving up hope of 
doing business with him, And- 
ropov described Reagan as “bli- 
nded by anti-Communism” and 
imposing “outrageous militarist 
psychosis” on his country. 

He also said Reagan resorted 
“to what almost amounts to obs- 
cenities alternating with hyp- 
ocritical preaching about morals 
and humanism.'' 

The attacks were, mu ted by the 
middle of Iasi year after Kon- 
stantin Chernenko succeeded 
Andropov. Reagan called for a 
fresh approach and the two cou- 
ntries began moving towards new 
arms talks and eventually foe 
summit. * 

Since then, the Kremlin, echoed 
by the state media, has been urg- 
ing Reagan to prove he was ser- 
ious about changing the rel- 
ationship.

WASHINGTON — In the power 
centres of the United States. Mik- 
hail Gorbachev is seen as forceful, 
assured, energetic and tough, with 
potentially dangerous hidden 
depths. • ■. • • • 

Newspaper accounts and opi- 
nion polls indicate that ordinary 
Americans see the new Soviet lea- 
der as refreshingly good- 
humoured. smooth, erudite and 
well-dressed — but not yet quite 
trustworthy. 

In the United States. Gor- 
bachev. 54. is on probation as he 
prepares to meet President Rea- 
gan in Geneva on November 
19-20. 

Americans seem to feel that, 
after almost eight months in foe 
job. the Soviet Communist Party 
chief shows promise but must del- 
iver a new approach to improved 
superpower relations soon. 

Otherwise, officials and com- 
mentators say. his honeymoon 
with US. and Western public opi- 
nion could sour rapidly. 

“At foe end of the day all foe 
build-up for Geneva will be ana- 
lysed in terras of results.” one US. 
official told Reuters. 

“If all this is fluff, then they wfll 
have to pay a price.” 

Another official said: “ Western 
countries are used to people com- 
ing to office with plenty of pro- 
mise. Sooner or later they have to 
measure up. As far as the United 


‘You Are Not Being Flexible' 
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States is concerned, the main opp- 
ortunity would be if he seemed 
seriously interested in turning- 
some of foe Soviet guns imo but- 
ter.” 

Gorbachev stirred Americans' 
curiosity when he was chosen on 
March 1 1 to replace foe late Kpn r - 
stqBjin Chernenko, foe last of a 
series of aged and infirm Kremlin 
leaders. 

He burst on to the American 
scene two months ago when Time 
magazine splashed a nine-page 
interview with him. describir • him 
this W3y: “Well-tanned... laughs 
easily... eyes neither harsh nor 
kind... resplendent in a well- 
tailored blue pinstripe suit, 
diagonally-striped . tie and gle- - 
aming white shirt.” 

Reagan quipped: “After Time 
magazine. Tin going to wear my 
pin-striped suit to Geneva.” 

Some of Reagan's aides app- 
eared nettled. “He’s clearly better 
than Chernenko.” said one. 
“Gorbachev can speak and 
doesn’t look as though he's going 
to fall over.” 

Ad minis tration officials cha- 
rged with assessing Gorbachev 
said they welcomed him. “Here is 
a man who has taken charge qui- 
ckly. ...We need someone to talk 
to who is in charge.” 

But they say they have yet to 
detect significant changes in Kre- 
mlin foreign policy. “It’s pre- 
mature to call him a reformist.” 
said one. 

They said Gorbachev, like the 
late President Brezhnev, was try- 
ing to split the United States from 
its European aides. 

One official described Gor- 
bachev as representing a new. 
self-confident Soviet generation 
more conscious of its nation’s, 
power than predecessors steeped 
in foe trauma of World War Two. 

But the official warned that con- 
fidence could turn into arrogance. 
“That oould be a dangerous side. 
He does not have a sophisticated 
understanding of the outside 
world.” 

Some media experts and aides 
to Reagan — popularly dubbed, 
“the great communicator” — say 
they wonder if foe Soviet lea- 
dership understands that a dark 
side can lie behind foe dazzle of 
Western media attention. 

“The more Gorbachev is exp- 
osed.” said one analyst “foe less 
novel a personality he becomes 
and the “Gucci Gorbachev” 
image is going to be put in the 
proper perspective, what the man 
really is — the man with the nice , 
smile and steel teeth.” 

A recent Washington Post- 
ABC news poll showed that Gor- - 
bacbev bad whatfoe Post termed a 
surprisingly large 39-per-cent 
approval ratiag. among Ame- 
ricans. Thirty-five per cent did not 
like him and 26 per cent had no 
opinion. 

Another poll for a conservative 
organisation said 56 per cent of 
Americans replied “about the 
same” when asked if Gorbachev 
was more or less trustworthy than 
his predecessors. 


Arafat’s Cairo Declaration 

CAIRO (R) — Following is an unofficial translation from the 
Arabic of Thursday’s statement by Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation (PLO) Chairman Yasser Arafat: 

The Palestinian people have struggled and are still str- 
uggling for the liberation of their occupied lands and to pra- - 
ctise their right to self-determination and to set up their state . 
as a precondition to a just and lasting peace in a region whose ' 
peoples should co-exist free of acts of terror and suppression. .» 

Despite the political and military changes in the region, f 
especially in recent years — the 1 982 Israeli aggression bn the ~v. ' 
organisation in Beirut and Lebanon, the Israeli raid on Tumi - 
in 1985 to hit the headquarters of the organisation — the . 7 
struggling Palestinian people remained committed to peace 
and tried to create the atmosphere in the region and the 
international arena for a peaceful and just settlement. 

The organisation has gone far in this respect through stages 
of great importance: 

1 . The 1 982 Fez (Morocco) Arab summit which decided the 
option of all Arab parties, including the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation, for peace with the guarantee of the (UN.) 
Security Council and under the umbrella of international leg- 
itimacy. This decision was reaffirmed in the 1 985 Casablanca 
Arab summit. 

2. The Geneva declaration on an international conference - 
on Palestine in 1983 which assured the right of every state ra- 
the region to exist within secure and internationally rec-^ 
ognised boundaries, including the right of the Palestinian 
people to self-determination on their lands and to set up a 
Palestinian state. 

3. The Jordanian-Palestinian accord signed February II. 
1985, which reflected the special relations between The Jor- 
danian and Palestinian peoples and codified their com- 
mitment to a unified march and a joint outlook for aims and 
means. 

4. The continuing commitment to an international con- 
ference on Middle East peace to be attended by the Soviet 
Union, the United States, permanent members of the Security 
Council and also other concerned parties in the region, inc- 
luding the Palestine Liberation Organisation. 

In the framework of achieving a just and peaceful set- 
tlement and the struggle of the organisation with all legitimate 
means to restore the Palestinian people's national rights and 
basic freedoms, the organisation denounces all human rights 
violations, especially those concerning lives and security, wit- 
hout any discrimination based on religion, race or colour. 

To boost efforts aimed at convening an international peace 
conference, the organisation hereby announces its den- 
unciation and condemnation of all terrorist operations whe- 
ther involving states, committed by individuals or groups aga- 
inst innocent and unarmed people anywhere. 

The Palestine Liberation Organisation reasserts its derision 
reached in 1974 to denounce all external operations and all 
forms of terrorism. It reiterates the commitment of all its 
groups and factions to this decision. Effective from today, the 
organisation will take drastic measures against violators. 

In view of the fact that commitment cannot be unilateral 
the international communnity. must bring Israel to stop aB 
internal and external terrorist operations. 

The organisation, in this respect reasserts its commitment 
to the right of the Palestinian people to resist Israeli occ-;^ 
upation of their land with all available means to achieve £&* 
•withdrawal from these territories. The right of resisting fofy* 
etgn occupation is a legitimate right that cannot bedea “ 
under the charter of foe United Nations which called 
refraining from the use of power or threats to settle disputes^ 

The right of Palestinians to resist occupation is reasserted^ 
several resolutions passed by the United Nations Oxg- 
anisation and those included in the Geneva agreements. 

Events have confirmed the conviction of the organisation 
that terrorist operations carried out outside adverse!* affect 
the cause of the Palestinian people and mars their Intimate 
struggle for freedom. • 

On foe other hand, foe organisation is convinced that end- 
mg foe occupation and occupation policies is the only wav to 
achieve peace and security in the region. 3

l W INFO RMATION from two 
isons of excavations at a 
)00-y ear-eld village site in foe 
itral Jordan Valley may help

Excavations at Tell Umm 
Hammad by Dr. Svend Helms of 
. foe Institute of Archaeology. 
London, have established foe 
site's human occupation in ant- 
iquity, and thus have started to 
clarify i mp ortant aspects of cul- 
tural developments and dem- 
ographic movements that took

place here daring both of those 
problematic periods. 

The site is located near the con- 
fluence of foe Zerqa and Jordan 
: rhrers, and is composed of three 
distinct areas. Tell Umm Hammad 
esh-Sharqiya (east) and Tell Umm 
Hammad d Gharbiya (west) vil- 
lages form an arc-shaped set- 
tlement measuring about one kil- 
ometre long by 300-400 metres 
wide, on the north bank of a large 
bend in foe Zerqa River. The ext- 
ent of foe site was firmly det- 
ermined by a series of soundings. 

Less than a kilometre to foe 
south is foe E J8. IV period Ttoal 
e&hnSharqj cemetery, which was 
investigated respectively by Dr. 
Helms and Mr. Jonathan Tubb of 
foe British Museum. 

Tell Umm Hammad was first 
surveyed in 1942 by foe American 
archaeologist Nelson Gluek. Pro- 
fessor James Mdlaart sounded foe 
eastern village site in 1953. and 
foe entire complex was again $he- 
rded by foe 1975 survey of foe 
Jordan Valley by Moawiyah Ibr- 
ahim.

Dr. Helms had several specific 
objectives when he excavated Tell 
Umm Hammad in 1982 and 1 984:' 

(1) to determine whether a cer- 
amic. typological connection exi- 
sted between Tell Umm Hammad 
and the late 4th Millennium city 
site of Jawa. 150 kilometres to foe 
east in foe black basalt desert of 
north-east Jordan. Dr. Helms had 
excavated Jawa during four sea-.. 


sons in 1972-76;' 

(2) to establish a clear ceramic 
•chronology for Tell Umm Ham- 
mad and see how this related to 
the established typology for 
Syria/ Jordan/Palestine in foe eni- 
gmatic transition period between 
foe late Chalcolifoic and foe Early 
Bronze ages; and. 

(3) to relate foe ceramic chr- 
onology and evidence for a settled 
village at Tell Umm Hammad to 
apparently conflicting evidence of 
nomadism/settled villages in 
'Jordan/Palestine during foe E.B. 
IV period, at foe end of foe 3rd 
Millennium B.C. 

■ Dr. Helms' excavations proved 
far richer and more rewarding 
than he had expected from foe 
■pottery remains visible on-foe sur- 
face of the ground. He showed foe 
site was occupied almost con- 
tinuously from foe Late Cha- 
lcolifoic period (around 3500- 
3400 B.C) to the end of the Early 
'Bronza Age (2000 B.C.). with 
only a few breaks in between. 

- The site seems to have beat first 
settled at the very end of foe Cha- 
lcolifoic period and foe start of. 
■■Early Bronze I, around 3400- 
3200 B.C, or immediately after 
foe demfce of foe important Cha- 
lcolifoic site of Teleilat Ghassul.

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Gandhi’s Alma 
Mater celebrates 
50 years as 
India’s top 
school

DEHRA DUN. India —The 50th 
anniversary of India’s top private 
school has sparked a debate over 
whether such an establishment 
should have a place in a country 
where nearly two thirds of the 
population is illiterate. 

Prime Minister Rajiv Gandhi 
and about 4.500 other former 
Doon school pupils — known as 
“Doscos” — came from as far 
away as New York and London to 
attend celebrations last weekend. 

The boarding school, set in 70 
acres of lush woodland at the edge 
of foe Himalayan mountains, cha- 
rges annual fees of 1 0.000 rupees 
(5800). three times per capita inc- 
ome in a country where schooling 
is still not compulsory. 

It vigorously denies charges of 
elirism. even though foe weekend 
guest list of old boys included a 
senior government minister, 
members of parliament, high civil 
servants, ambassadors, top mil- 
itary men. and dozens of company 
bosses. 

Gandhi, who has pledged to 
overhaul India's state education 
system, said in a foreword to a rec- 
ent school history tha t he regarded 
the school as unique m bis cou- 
ntry. 

“The self-confidence it instils is 
the courage to walk your own 
road, if necessary alone.” he 
added. “The punishment it tea- 
ches is foe whiplash of your own 
conscience.” 

The number of primary schools 
in India rose to 500.000 in 1982 
from 140.000 at independence in 
1 947. with the percentage of chi- 
ld ren of primaiy school age enr- 
olled rising to 83 per cent from 
around 35 per cenL 

But India's literacy rate is still 
only 36 per cent — up from 16 per 
cent — and state schools tend to 
suffer chronic shortages of equ- 
ipment like chalk and even bui- 
ldings. Some Delhi schools are 
even housed in tents. 

Beyond primary school, fees for 
state education are nominal, but 
many middle-class children are 
sent to private day schools, which 
cost around 2.000 rupees (SI 60) a 
year. 

Ever since its founding by Cal- 
cutta lawyer Satish Das. Doon 
School has aimed to balance the 
privileged backgrounds of many 
of its pupils by teaching them to be 
socially aware and attacking caste 
and religious barriers. 

Boys forget their opulent homes 
.by doing social work in nearby vil- 
lages. They dig drains to learn 
“foe dignity of labour” and climb 
mountains to endure physical har- 
dship. 

They wait on each other at table 
and make their own beds. They 
are not allowed money or any lux- 
ury which would distinguish a 
.Maharaja's son from a boy on a 

scholarship. 

When India’s first prime min- 
ister. JawaharJal Nehru, sent bis 
grandsons Rajiv and Sanjay Gan- 
dhi there in foe mid-1950s, there 


were no fecial privileges. When 
Nehru visited Debra Dun. his req- 
uest to take foe boys to lunch was 
refused. 

Eschewing pillow-fights and tug 
of wars staged for old times' sake. 
Gandhi told reporters that ret- 
urning to Doon fell like coming 
home" and in an interview with the 
school magazine revealed he had 
sometimes escaped class to go and 
watch movies. 

The school's present hea- 
dmaster. Gulab Ramchandani. an 
old boy himself, describes Rajiv 
Gandhi us a typical Doon product. 

“He's got this sense of values, 
clean behaviour, courage.” he 
said. “He’s self-reliant and pra- 
ctical." 

Ramchandani was angry over a 
recent spate of press articles acc- 
using Doon of elitism. The sch- 
ool's fees are lower than in many 
other Indian private schools and 
about a quarter of Doon's 558 
pupils are on scholarships. Entry is 
by a tough examination, with no 
concessions for the sons of old 
boys. 

The headmaster was also irr- 
itated by charges that India is run 
by a “Doon School ipafia.” Gan- 
dhi's close school friend A run 
Singh is Minister of State for Def- 
ence and the prime minister has 
three “Doscos" in his secretariat. 

“They are all there because of 
their abilities.” he said. 

But there is an “old boy net- 
work.” whose workings Gandhi 
described during foe celebrations. 

“The plus point is that things 
can be done very smoothly.” the 
prime minister said. “The biggest 
minus factor is that it tends to des- 
troy any system by cutting across 
all foe proper communication 
channels.” 

The school was founded before 
India's independence and the cre- 
ation of Pakistan, and old boys 
from across the border inc- 
luding the governor of Pakistan’s 
Punjab province — attended the 
celebrations. In a special tea party 
with foe Pakistanis. Gandhi dis- 
cussed the often strained relations • 
between two nations which have 
fought force wars in the past 38 
years. 

“We talked like old boys. We 
want to be friends." Gandhi told 
reporters. He said the two cou- 
ntries should break the barrier art- 
ififially created by independence, 
and he promised “no lack of effort 
on India's part.” 

The celebrations fell at a sen- 
sitive time. Indira Gandhi. Rajiv 
Gandhi's mother and predecessor 
as prime minister, was ass- 
assinated on October 3 1 last year. 
More than 2.000 Sikhs died in 
ensuing riots, and one Sikh old 
boy wrote to the school saying this' 
was not foe time for drinking coc- 
ktails. 

Security at the celebrations was 
tight, and officials even took foe 
precaution of installing a hospital 
complete with blood of Gandhi's 
group. Vats of curry were 
checked for concealed weapons 
and food samples tested for poi- 
son.

Abu Dhabi considers 
issuing treasury bills 


ABU DHABI (R) — The Gulf 
emirate of Abu Dnabi. bit by fal- 
ling oil income, is studying tbe 
possibility of issuing treasury bills 
to raise cash and stimulate local 
investment a senior finance off- 
icial said Thursday. 

If realised, it would be the first 
such move in die Gulf. 

Abu Dhabi Finance Dep- 
artment Undersecretary Juaan 
Salem A1 Dhabiri told Reuters 
such a scheme would help finance 
the emirate's budget deficit and 
stem a growing outflow of capital 
caused by a lack of local inv- 
estment opportunities. 

Abu Dhabi, wealthiest of the 
seven emirates making up the 
United Arab Emirates (UAE). 
now earns less than half in the 
level of its 1981 oil revenues bec- 
ause of follitm demand for its oil. 

Last year, the emirate recorded 
a 15 billion dirham ($400 mil- 
lion) budget deficit and a similar 
one is expected this year. Hie def- 
icits are financed by short-term 
borrowing from state-owned local 
banks, mainly the National Bank 
of Abu Dhabi. 

"The opportunities available, 
for big investors, especially banks 
and other financial institutions, 
are very limited in this country, so 
we have been looking at the set- 
ting up of a capital market.” She- 
ikh Salem saief. 

Studies concluded the market 
could absorb as much as three bil- 
lion dirhams ($817 minion) in 
six-month and one-year treasury 
bills, he said. 

"There is a lot of liquidity in the 
market. If not tapped, the danger 
is that the capital outflow from the 
country will continue, at a great 
loss to the economy and the inv- 
estor.” he added.

Sheikh Salem termed die stu- 
dies “preliminary” and said it had 
not been decided whether to pro- 
ceed. 

“We are in no urgent need for 
this kind of capital-raising.”" he 
noted. 

He said the scheme would inv- 
olve a secondary market in which 
the bflls could be traded. Target 
investors would be insurance 
companies and the 1 9 local and 29 
foreign banks in the UAE. 

The issue would give ' Abu 
Dhabi authorities a new tool of 
monetary control. Gjrrently. the 
UAE central bank can influence 
interest rates only by changing 
bank reserve requirements and 
through its swap facility with 
commercial banks. 

Earlier this year, the central 
bank began offering certificates of 
deposiL in a first step to develop 
dirham-denominated financial, 
instruments. 

But bankers say response to tbe 
certificates of deposit has been 
lukewarm because of unattractive 
yields, set slightly below interbank 
deposit rates, and the lack of a 
secondary market. 

Sheikh Salem said yields on the 
Abu Dhabi treasury bills would be 
“vety attractive.” 

He said die plan could help spur 
development of a captial market 
by encouraging firms to issue their 
own bonds. 

It could also pave the way for 
establishment of a stock market, 
proposed in the early 1980s but 
shelved when recession and the 
1982 Souk A1 Manakh crash in 
Kuwait undermined confidence in 
local shares.

Dollar-yen dilemma 
confounds Japanese 


TOKYO (R) — Confusion gri- 
pped Tokyo’s foreign exchange 
market Friday as the dollar fought 
back against the yen and dealers 
struggled to make sense of app- 
arently conflicting moves from 
Japan’s monetary authorities. 

“I don’t think even foe foreign 
exchange traders know where die 
yen is going.” one stockbroker 
said after the dollar rose to dose at 
.207.25 yean in Tokyo from Thu- 
rsday's 202.55 finish. 

.Tbe dollar hacLhit a five-year 
tow of 202.20 during Thursdays 
trading and many dealers said it 
seemed poised to crash below 200 
yen. 

But the market was thrown into 
uncertainty by conflicting signals 
sent out by Japanese monetary 
officials. 

Finance Minister Noboru Tak- 
eshita said Friday morning he was 
satisfied with the yen's latest lev- 
els. a remark dealers described as 
premature in a basically nervous 
market It sent traders, their por- 
tfolios stuffed with yen. out to buy 
dollars. 

Late in the day the Bank of 
Japan tried to stop the yen slide 
which the minister had enc- 
ouraged. It pushed up yen short- 
term interest rates and sold dollars 


for yen. 

Dealers said the contradictory 
moves reflected political concern 
in the ministry that the yen's rapid 
rise was hurting Japanese exp- 
orters while the central bank was 
more worried about stabil ising the 
yen in a volatile market. 

The finance ministry seems to 
be aiming at a long-term range of 
200-210 yen to toe dollar, said 
Mr. Haruya Uehara. international 
money manager for Mitsubishi 
Trust and Banking Corporation. 

But he said toe Bank of Japan 
must still want toe dollar below 
200 yen so that it can rebound 
back in a technical reaction and 
then stabilise. 

“I think we will see toe dollar- 
coming down next week to 205 
yen and then a gradual decline 
again to 200.” Mr. Andrew Poi- 
nton of Bank of America added. 

On Sept. 22. five major ind- 
ustrial nations agreed to depress 
the overvalued dollar, par- 
ticularly against the yen. They 
hoped to reduce Japan’s huge 
trade surplus. 

But. dealers said, as the yea rose 
toward 200 to toe dollar, the first 
cries for help began from the pol- 
itically powerful top Japanese 
exporting companies. 


He told the International Her- 
ald Tribune in Jeddah toe price 
war could be averted if the 13 
members of the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries' 
(OPEC) and non-OPEC pro- 
ducers cooperated by restraining 
production before an expected 
seasonal fail in demand next 
spring or summer. 

But Sheikh Yamani said that 
non-OPEC producers did not 
seetn ready for such cooperation 
and that could lead to “very vio- 
lent” fluctuations in price. 

Sheikh Yamani said prices 
could foil below $20 during toe 
summer but then resurge to pre- 
sent levels or higher m winter. 

World prices are currently run- 
ning at around the OPEC marker 
of $28 a barrel. 

“I think — it’s only my exp- 
ectation — that probably for toe 
first summer they (non-OPEC 
producers) will not take it ser- 
iously and they will go into a price 
war.” he was quoted as saying. 
“ Maybe toe summer of 1 9# 7 is toe 
time they will realise the facts of 
life." 

He said Saudi Arabia was det- 
ermined to keep, production near 
its OPEC quota of 435 million 
barrels per day (b/d) and est- 
imated output this month would 
be about tour million b/d com- 
pared with a 20-year low of about 
two million last summer. - 

Sheikh Yamani said Saudi A ra- 
bia would no longer reduce its 
production unilaterally to support 
prices. * 

“We abandoned the policy of 
carrying the burden alone." he 
was quoted as saying. 

He said that for toe time being 
Saudi Arabia did not intend to 
exceed its quota but if other 
OPEC members continued to 


ted as saying. 

Sheikh Yamani said OPEC 
must increase its market share and 
he predicted that an oil price war 
would achieve that end. 

He said prices this winter would 
he stable to slightly higher but 
expected downward pressure to 
return by the spring. 

Saudi Arabia was considering 
ways of giving some form of 
market-related price to Japanese 
customers who have begun swi- 
tching to cheaper supplies from 
Iraq and Iran, ne said. 

Japanese companies so far have 
been excluded from netback sales, 
wheih base crude prices on the 
market value of refined products, 
because their government art- 
ificially sets oil-product prices, he 
was quoted as saying. 

A1 Chalabi blames 
non-OPEC 

Earlier. OPEC Deputy Sec- 
retary General Fadhil Al Chalabi 
said in Baghdad that toe policy of 
some non-OPEC producers to 
maximise their production and sell 
it at spot market prices was among 
the causes of toe fall in demand for 
OPEC oil. 

Interviewed by the Baghdad 
daily Observer, he said such a pol- 
icy meant that when toe market 
was tight, the non-OPEC pro- 
ducers were the first to raise their 
prices, and in a soft market they 
were the first to cut prices to sus- 
tain production. 

As a result, demand for OPEC 
oil between 1979 and 1984 had 
fallen by more than seven million 
b/d.

He noted toe figure had almost 
doubled as a result of the entry on 
the world oil market of an extra 
7.5 million b/d produced by 
non-OPEC countries during 
1973-1984. 

He said the presem oil market 
situation and OPEC’s lower out- 
put had affected toe overall bal- 
ance of payments position of toe 
organisation's member countries. 

Following substantial surpluses 
in 1980-1981. for toe first time 
OPEC had experienced a deficit 
of arqund $8 billion in 1982. 
which rose to around SI 7 billion in 
1983. 

Dr. Al Chalabi recalled that 
OPEC revenues as a whole had 
fallen from S280 billion in 1981 to 
$120 billion today. 

Output ran at year’s high in 
October. 1EA says 

Meanwhile, toe International 
Energy agency (IEA) said Friday 
in Paris that crude oil output hy 
OPEC members rose sharply in 
October to its highest monthly 
average this year following a mar- 
ked jump in" Saudi Arnhfan pro- 
duction. 

OPEC produced an average 1 7 
million fr/d in October compared 
with 14.9 million in the third qua- 
rter of the year, toe agency’s mon- 
thly report said.

Saudi output, responding to 
higher demand jumped to 3.R mil- 
lion b/d from 2.4 million in toe 
third quarter, it said. 

IEA sources said it was likely 
that Saudi production would stay 
high in November, although initial 
omput figures for toe current 
month were not yet available. 

World demand- for OPEC 
crude, disregarding stock changes, 
would probably run close to 16 
million b/d during toe fourth qua- 
rter of toe year, toe sources added. 

Preliminary estimates for toe 
third quarter indicated that oil 
consumption in toe 24-member 
Organisation for Economic Coo- 
peration and Development 
(OECD) was some two per cent 
down on a year earlier. 

In toe Pacific region this was 
due to a fall in Japanese con- 
sumption. while in Europe the 
decline was attributed to toe end 
of toe British coal miners' strike. 
Only in North America did dem- 
and in the third quarter remain 
close to levels a yer earlier. 

The Agency predicted a modest 
further reduction in demand for 
OECD oil next year compared 
with 1985. but said major unc- 
ertainties included the extent of 
foriher improvements in oil use 
efficiency and the impact of lower 
crude prices and currency flu- 
ctuations on consumption. 


Report assails 
U.S. agency 

WASHINGTON (R) -The Ove- 
rseas Private Investment Corp. a 
U3. agency, acts too much like a 
private business and has not car- 
ried out its primary goal of aiding 
development in poor countries- a 
congressional report says. The 
agency which is known as OP1C 
and insures U.S. investment abr- 
oad againstpolitical and economic 
risks, has invested too much in 
crisis-ridden countries like toe 
Philippines, a U.S. ally, and in 
countries like Guatemala with 
poor human rights records, it said. 
Representative Doug Barnard Jr. 
said while OPIC “operated pro- 
fitably and in many ways eff- 
ectively over the last several years, 
it has not adequately carried out 
U3. government developmental 
objectives to promote U.S. inv- 
estment” in poorer countries. The 
report said OPIC has been an inf- 
luential factor for U.S. firms con- 
templating overseas investment. 


British government rules out 
Harrods group takeover inquiry 


LONDON (R) - The British 
government Thursday ruled out 
an inquiry into toe takeover by 
three Egyptian brothers of toe 
House of Fraser, Britain's largest 
department store chain, whose 
flagship is the fashionable London 
store Harrods. 

Trade and Industry Minister 
Leon Brittan told the int- 
ernational trading group Lonrho 
there was no reason to refer toe' 
multi-million-dollar deal to the 
Monopolies Commission, which 
ensures that takeovers are in toe 
public interest. 

Lonrho Chief. Mr. Roland 
“Tiny” Rowland, whose bid for 
Fraser was blocked by toe com- 
mission. asked for toe inquiry into 
toe deal. 

Mr. Rowland, who has waged a 
seven-year campaign to gain con- 
trol of toe store where the British 


royal family shops, suggested that 
Mohammad. Ali and Sayed Al 
Fayed, who own the Ritz Hotel in 
Paris, had contravened anti-trust 
restrictions by buying Fraser with 
money supplied in part by toe sul- 
tan of oil-rich Brunei. 

The brothers said they the- 
mselves provided toe full £615 
million ($855 million) for Harrods 
and more than 100 other Fraser 
stores. 

Mr. Brittan announced his dec- 
ision in a letter to Lonrho Cha- 
irman Edward Du Cann. 

Mr. Brittan said Mr. Rowland 
had not made available evidence 
he claimed to have supporting his 
assertions about toe sultan's role. 
He said enquiries by toe director 
general of fair trading satisfied 
him toe Lonrho allegations were 
unwarranted. 

There were no grounds for inv- 


estigating toe deal under Britain's 
companies act. he added. 

The Fraser hoard opposed the 
Lonrho bid in one of toe hardest- 
fought takeover battles seen in 
Britain but welcomed toe Al 
Fayed bid and recommended it to 
their shareholders. 

The Al Fayeds. whose family 
built its foaune on the cotton 
trade between Britain and Egypt 
in toe last century, and toe sultan 
strongly denied toe Lonrho all- 
egations. 

The brothers said they had 
acted as financial advisors to the 
sultan in other matters but had no 
contact with him over the Fraser 
deal. 

The Lonrho-owned British 
Sunday newspaper, the Observer, 
spearheaded a campaign for a 
government investigation.

Sandhu in a pre-dawn raid Thu- 
rsday and questioned him about 
the killing of a policeman in Amr- 
itsar on Wednesday. 

The Hindustan Times new- 
spaper said the policemen wore 
plainclothes. 

Chief Minister Surjit Singh 
Barnala. whose moderate Sikh 
party A kali Dal won a state ele- 
ction in September, has been cri- 
ticised by the ousted Congress (I) 
Party for promising to halt police 
raids. 

Security forces have entered the 
temple several times since the 
army stormed it in June 1984 to 
flush out extremists fighting for a 
separate Sikh nation. 

Meanwhile in Vancouver. Can- 
ada, two Sikhs were due to appear, 
in court Thursday on unspecified 
explosives charges as a probe con- 
tinues into an Air India crash that 


killed 329 people and a blast that 
killed two baggage handlers. 

A police spokesman said when 
the men were charged that details 
of the charges would be given in 
court. 

A police source said the two 
Sikh activists, one of whom was 
the founder of an extreme fun- 
damentalist Sikh group, are exp- 
ected to be Caked to the explosion 
at Tokyo's N arita A irport on June 
23. the same day of the Air India 
crash. 

The Air India jet. carrying mos- 
dy Canadians of East Indian des- 
cent. was on a flight to India from 
Canada when it crashed off the 
coast of Ireland. 

The luggage that exploded in 
Tokyo killing two Japanese bag- 
gage handlers was from a Van- 
couver CP Air flight. The Van- 
couver area is home to Canada's 
largest Sikh community. 

The two S ikhs were remanded 
in police custody and others were 
also questioned after police raided 
several hones in the Vancouver 
area and a Sikh temple on nearby 
Vancouver Island on Wednesday

Party approves early Filipino polls 


MANILA (R) — President Fer- 
dinand Marcos has said he would 
send a special cabinet bill to die 
National Assembly next week cal- 
Jiog for elections on Jan. 17 for a 
president and vice-president 

He also said he would submit a 
letter of resignation to be effective 
after the winner was proclaimed 
and took the oath of office. 

Mr. Marcos was speaking to 
reporters after the ruling New Soc- 
iety Movement (KBL) formally 
approved his decision, announced 
on Sunday, to call an election alm- 
ost 18 months before his present 
six-year term of office is due to 
expire. His surprise ann- 
ouncement followed increasing 
concern about the Philippines' 
stability in face of a growing 
Communist insurgency and con- 
tinued U.S. calls for military, eco- 
nomic and political reforms. 


Mr. Marcos. 68, has been in 
power for 20 years, including nine 
under martial law. 

-The inclusion of what is eff- 
ectively a post-dated letter of res- 
ignation appeared to be a way of 
avoiding a constitutional pro- 
vision mat the. president must be 
removed from office through res- 
ignation. death, incapacitation or 
impeachment before a new ete-' 
ction can be called. 

Mr. Marcos said the bill pro- 
bably would be sent to the KjBL- 
dominated assembly next Tue- 
sday, the day after it returns from 
a recess. 

“The mechanism for the Jan. 17 
election will be through a cabinet 
Mil ... that will be introduced by 
the Political Affairs Minister 
(Leonardo Perez),” Mr. Marcos 
said 

"I will submit a letter of res-. 


ignation that will be effective after 
foe proclamation (of the winner) 
and the taking of the oath of office 
after die election” he said 

Mr. Marcos said he would send 
the assembly “a letter which will 
spell it out including the letter of 
resignation.”" 

The KBL also approved his 
request that he be allowed to cho- 
ose his vice-presidential 
running-mate, a post that was 
dropped in the constitution he int- 
roduced while ruling under mar- 
tial law. The choice, -Mr. Marcos 
said “is still wide open ” 

He said he did not know what 
the opposition was demanding in 
return for agrceingto the election 
bill. But Deputy Prime Minis ter 
Jose Rono would be meeting the 
opposition “to determine what 
they want’' 


S. African 
editor 
charged with 
quoting 
Tambo 

CAPE TOWN (R) —Leading 
South African newspaper editor 
TonyHeard who on Monday pub- 
lished an interview with a black 
guerrilla leader, was charged Fri- 
day under the internal security act 
with quoting a banned person. 

Heard, who was escorted by 
security police from his office at 
the Cape Tunes to a local police 
station, was not asked to plead 
when he appeared in a magistrates 
court . 

. The Cape Times on Monday 
published a lengthy interview 
conducted by Heard in London 
with Oliver Tambo. leader of the 
outlawed African National Con- 
gress (ANC) guerrilla group 
which is fighting to topple white 
rule in South Africa. 

Heard was released on a war- 
ning to appear in court again on 
Dec. 9.' He was told by Magistrate 
J.C. Tolken that further charges 
might be added 
Mr. Tambo. like other leading 
black activists such as Winnie 
Mandela, is banned a unique 
South African gaggfog system 
under which they cannot be quo- 
ted without (hepennission of Law 
and Order Minister Louis Le 
Grange. - 

The Cape Times said when it 
printed the interview th at it was “ a 
contribution to peaceful solutions - 
in South Africa in a matter of ove- 
rwhelming public importance.” 
The article was the first sub- 
stantial interview with Mr. Tambo 
published in South Africa since 
the ANC was banned a quarter of 
a century ago. 

Mr. Tambo was quoted in the 
interview as urging Pretoria to 
create a climate for talks with the 
ANC. 

“There is always a possibility of 
a truce... it would be very, very 
easy, it for example, we started 
negotiations” he said but added 
that before they could take place 
ANC leader Nelson Mandela 
would have to be released. 

Mr. Mandela, husband of Win- 
nie Mandela, was jailed more than 
20 yeare ago in the Cape Town for

U.S. Senate staff to try 
again to see Soviet seaman 


WASHINGTON (R) - Lawyers 
representing the United States 
Senate were expected to make a 
second attempt to have a Soviet 
seaman who jumped ship in New 
Orleans last r..onth appear before 
a Senate panel in Washington. 

U.S. customs officials have said 
they were prepared to block dep- 
arture -of flic Soviet grain vessel 
Marshall Konev unless its skipper 
allowed crew member Miroslav. 
Mevid ashore to appear before the < 
Senate Agriculture Committee 
next week. 

Mevid, 22. was forcibly ret- 
urned kicking and screaming to 
the ship by U.S. immigratiou off- 
icials after he jumped overboard 
and swam ashore on Oct. 24. 

Two aides from the Senate 
panel boarded the vessel near 
New Orleans late Thursday to 
serve Mevid with a subpoena cal- 
ling on him to appear before the 
Senate committee, but were reb- 
uffed. 

“The captain has indicated that 
he has been instructed by his gov- 
ernment not to accept our sub- 
poena or to let us interview Me- 
vid until officials from the Soviet 


embassy in Washington get down 
here. 1 * committee aide Terrance 
Wear told reporters. 

The ship’s captain told the aides 
to come bade when the embassy 
officials were present. Wear said. 

On Thursday, a Romanian mer- 
chant seaman who jumped ship in 
Florida was granted asylum in the 
United States. 

The U-S. Justice Department 
said political asylum had been 
granted to Stefan Vranea, 38. who 
fled from a merchant vessel doc- 
ked at Jacksonville. Florida. Det- 
ails of his defection remained ske- 
tchy. 

Duke Austin, spokesman for 
the U.S. Immigration and Nat- 
uralisation Service (INS), said 
Vranea was released from federal 
custody after being questioned by 
authorities to make sure he wan- 
ted to defect. 

A government immigration 
source in Florida said the INS 
handled Vranea’s case with “ext- 
reme caution” because of the 
embarrassment the government 
suffered last mouth when. the Sov- 
iet sailor. Miroslav Mevid. was 
returned to his vessel.

North's bid of two diamonds show- 
ed five cords or more in the next 
higher-ranldng suit. South doly 
"corrected" to hearts, and North 
bid game. 

Against four hearts. West made 
his natural lead of the king of 
diam onds. One line is to win, draw 
trumps and take two finesses in 


That succeeds whenever 
East bos one of the spade honors, 
which will occur about 76 percent of 
the time. 

A better line is to hope to strip 
the minor suits and try for on end 
play. Suppose you win the ace of 
diamonds and ruff a diamond. Draw 
two rounds of tramps, ending in 
hand, and ruff the remaining dia- 
mond. East can foil this plan by win- 
ning the first dub yon concede and 
shifting to a spade. No matter what 
you do. you will have to surrender 
two spades and two dubs because 
East can win the second dob and 
return another spade. 

Winning technique is to combine 
the end play with a duck at trick 
one. Allow West to win the king of 
diamonds. Since he cannot continue 
diamonds without presenting de- 
clarer with a second, trick in the 
suit, West must shift. Let's assume 
he leads a dub. Win the ace. draw 
one round of trumps, then play the 
ace and jack of diamonds, discard- 
ing two dubs from the table. 

On lead with the queen of dia- 
monds, West's best defense is to 
return a trump. Win with the ten oi 
trumps and niff a dub. Return to 
band with a tramp and ruff another 
dub. Now run the jack of spades.

BOGOTA (R) — Colobian sec- 
urity forces using armoured cars, 
rockets and tear gas overran leftist 
■ rebels entrenched in foe Bogota 
law courts to end a 27-hour siege 
in which at least 50 people died, 
local radio stations said. 

About 500 troops and police, 
some dropped on foe roof of foe 
building by helicopter, overcame 
fierce resistance from the rebels of 
the M-l 9 Movement Thursday in 
their fourth assault on the bui- 
lding. 

Officials said eight judges, inc- 
luding Supreme Court President 
Alfonso Reyes, were killed by the 
rebels and force policemen died. 

Radio stations quoted police as 
saying the rebel force which seized 
the building on Wednesday num- 
bered about 40 and none had been** 
taken alive. 

Some had died during the blo- 
ody battle for control of the bui- 
lding and the rest, including rebel 
Chief Andres Almarales. had " 
committed suicide rather than be 
captured. 

The stations said four soldiers 
were killed during the fighting, 
which destroyed large sections of 
the law courts in central Bogota.

The attacks were made as gue- 
rrilla groups met Indian Foreign 
Secretary Romesh Bhandari in 
New Delhi in a fresh attempt to 
end Sri Lanka’s communal con- 
flict in which more than 2,000 
people have died in foe past two 
years. 

The umbrella Eelam National 
Liberation Front guerrilla org- 
anisation discussed aspects of foe 
conflict with Bhandari. including a 
Sri Lankan proposal to hold a ref- 
erendum on the militants' dem- 
ands. 

An ENLF spokesman said foe 
militants had rejected the idea. 


TOKYO (Agencies) — A Japan 
Air Lines (JAL) cockpit crew was 
suspended, an airline spokesman 
said Friday, one week after 
Jumbo jet wandered off course 
and apparently triggered a scr- 
amble by Soviet interceptors. 

The plane was en route from 
Tokyo to Paris via Moscow on 
Oct 31 when Capt Morihiko Nis- 
hioka forgot to return the plane to 
automatic pilot after steering 
manually around turbulence, air- 
line officials said Thursday. 

Winds pushed the plane, which 
carried 132 people, east of its reg- 
ular course toward the west coast 
of the Soviet Sakhalin Island, 
close to the area where two years 
ago Soviet jets shot down a Kor- 
ean airliner that had strayed into 
Soviet .air space. 

A warning light in foe cockpit 
alerted foe crew that foe plane was 
off course, and Capt. Nishioka 
regained .foe original flight path 
si x minu tes later without inciden t. 

Capt-Nishioka, 39. was sus- 
pended indefinitely along with 
co-pilot Keiichi Otsuka. 36. and 
flight engineer Yoshinori Kasuya 
31.- JAL Spokesman Hirofumi 
Tanaka said. 

JAL has not decided what will 
happen to foe three, but Mr. Tan- 
aka said itwas possible they would 
undergo retraining with flight 
simulators and face demotions. It 
was unlikely they would be fired, 
he said. 

“I feel a great disgrace," CapL 
Nishioka told a news conference. 

The incident shocked Japanese 
leaders as the partially 
government-owned airline str- 
uggles to rebuild passenger con- 
fidence after a Jumbo jet crash in 
August lulled 520 people. 


Gorbachev reviews Revolution Day parade 


MOSCOW (R) - Mikhail Gor- 
bachev reviewed his first Rev- 
olution Day parade as Soviet lea-' 
der Thursday, watching troops, 
tanks, missile-carriers and 
banner-waving citizens stream 
through Red Square in light rain. . 

Defence Minister Sergei Sok- 
olov. standing beside the Com- 
munist Party leader on top of 
Lenin's Mausoleum, took the sal- 
ute before telling foe crowd that 
Moscow was striving to Unfit the 
growth of foe nuclear threat. 

The parade took place two 
weeks before Mr. Gorbachev is 


due to meet President Reagan in 
Geneva but none of foe nndear 
arms they will discuss appeared in 
foe parade. 

Instead, a continuous line of 
mostly conventional weapons on 
their carriers rumbled by under 
foe Kremlin wall, filling the vast, 
cobbled square with exhaust 
fumes. 

Western military attaches noted 
three pieces of equipment not 
seen in a November Red Square 
parade before. 

They were foe SA-13 low- 
altitude missile system for pro- 


tecting mechanised divisions, the 
SS-21 mobile theatre support mis- 
sile, which replaces foe outdated 
Frog-7, and a new self-propelled . 
Howitzer.. , 

The main Soviet battle tank, foe 
T-72. first seen on parade in 1 982. 
appeared together with the 
Skud-B missile. 1 

The parade was the climax of 
celebrations marking the 68th 
anniversary of the Communist 
take-over. The October Rev- 
olution of J9J7 is celebrated in 
November because foe calendar 
has since changed. 


Bomb explodes at Chilean police HQ 


SANTIAGO . QiilefAgencies) — 
A car loaded with dynamite exp- 
loded early Friday in front of the 
headquarters of the secret police, 
causing some damage, but there 
were no reports of injuries. 

The explosion was heard in the 
downtown area of this capital city 
and witnesses said windows in the 
building were broken. 

The government issued no inf- 
ormation about foe attack but 
local radio stations and witnesses 
said foe explosion was in from of 
the building housing foe National 
Information Centre. 

The centre is headquarters for 
foe secret police. 

A taxi driver, speaking on con- 
dition he not be named, said he 
saw an ambulance departing from 
the building minutes after foe exp- 
losion- 

Meanwhile. President Augusto 
Pinochet replaced a member of his" 
military Junta in a top-level 
shake-up of the Chilean army, the 
day after a new round of violent 
protest in which four people were 
shot dead. 

The changes, the most far- 
reaching of his 12 years in power, 
were announced in an army com- 


munique read on state television 
Thursday night. 

But government sources said 
foe changes had been brewing for 
several weeks and were not dir- 
ectly linked to the latest bout of 
anti-government demonstrations 
in which at least 100 people were 
injured during disturbances in 10 
cities. 

Junta member Gen. Cesar Raul 
Benavides. 65. foe second most 
senior officer in foe army after 
Gen. Pinochet, is. to step down on 
Dec. J. Only last month, he veh- 
emently denied press reports that 
he would resign due to ill-health- 

Since 1981. he has been Mr. 
Pinochet's personal rep- 
resentative on foe four-man body, 
which acts as foe country’s leg- 
islature and also includes foe 
commanders-in-chief of the navy, 
air force and para-military police. 

Gen. Pinochet himself, who 
turns 70 this month, is foe army 
commander-in-chief and has all 
executive power as president. 

Gen. Benavides' departure 
from the junta comes just three 
months after Gen. Cesar Men- 
doza. head of foe para-military 


police, resigned over allegations 
that members of his force mur- 
dered three Communists last 
March. 

Gen. Pinochet named the 
army’s deputy commander- 
in-chief. Gen. Julio Canessa. 60. 
to succeed Gen. Benavides on foe 
junta and replaced him with Gen. 
Santiago Sinclair. 

Gen. Sinclair is currently 
secretary-general of the pre- 
sidency. effectively Gen. Pin- 
ochet’s personal chief of staff, con- 
trolling access to foe president and 
foe flow of paper across his desk. 

Sources close to foe militaiy 
said Gen. Sinclair was due to have 
retired at the end of the year and 
foe changes may have been pro- 
mpted by his desire to remain in 
active service. 

Other changes bring Gen. Ser- 
gio Badiola. currently head of the 
government's sports body, back 
into the army mainstream as head 
of operations. 

Gen. Badiola was army aide- 
de-camp to the late Salvador AII- 
ende, who died in the 1 973 coup 
which brought Gen. Pinochet to 
power.

Betancur pledged in J 982 to 
end endemic violence and M-l 9 
signed a truce with the gov- 
ernment last year but took up 
arms again last June — 10 months 
after foe truce. 

President Belisario Betancur 
took foil responsibility for the ass- 
ault in a televised speech and said 
be would continue to seek peace 
with guerrilla groups. 

“Our national unity has rec- 
eived a blow, butitis stronger than 
ever." he said. 

He said he had tried everything, 
possible to end the siege pea- 
cefully but foe government could 
not negotiate the respectability of 
its institutions. 

“We could not yield to this kind 
of lawless pressure, uor will we do 
so in foe future.” he said.

AIDS hits all 50 U.S. states 

ATLANTA . GEORGIA ( R) — AIDS can now be found in eveiy 
U.S. state with Idaho Thursday reporting its first case of the 
deadly ailment, foe National Centre For Disease Control ann- 
ounced. AH 50 states now have at least one case of Acquired 
Immune Deficiency Syndrome, which mostly affects homosexuals 
and intravenous drug users. The worst hit state is New York, 
which has reported 7.000 deaths from the disease. 

New York closes gay bar 

NEW YORK (R) — A drive to slow the spread of thefatal disease 
AIDS in New York City got underway when city lawyers won 
court approval to close a well-known gay bar. But even as aut- 
horities tacked a “dosed” sign on the door of the notorious 
Mineshaft Tavern in foe city’s rundown meat-packing district- 
homosexuals said it was an empty gesture. “It’s a bad joke. 
Dozens of private sex clubs will open within a month and the 
police will never find them," said John.Svenssonu a 38-year-old 
gay who said he was a caterer. Mayor Edward Koch announced 
foe crackdown only hours after winning election to a third term. 
The move against homosexual bars and bathhouses where cus- 
tomers engage in sex aims to oontain foe spread of Acquired 
Immune Deficiency Syndrome by limiting sexual promiscuity 
among gay men. foe largest group of AIDS victims. There is no 
known cure for the disease, which has already killed more than 
7.000 people in New York City. 

Seoul orders tests for gay bar workers 

SEOUL (R) —Seoul's city administration has ordered workers at 
gay bars to have blood tests after two Americans returned to foe 
United States for treatment of AIDS earlier this year, officials 
said Friday. The capital, venue for the 1 986 Asian Games and the 
1988 Olympics, is foe first South Korean city to begin screening 
against the killer disease — Acquired Immune Deficiency Syn- 
drome — which chiefly hits homosexual men and intravenous 
drug users. Seoul has also tightened regular medical checks on 
employees at all bars, the officials said. There are dozens of gay 
ban in South Korea but no confirmed AIDS cases have been 
reported among Koreans. Medical officials say a U.S. soldier and 
an American professor at a South Korean University returned to 
foe United States earlier this year after being confirmed as AIDS 
victims. 

Kuwait sets up anti-AIDS committee 

KUWAIT (R) — Kuwait has set up a high-level committee to 
map out a plan to prevent foe killer ailment AIDS from entering 
foe emirate, foe Arab Times has reported. No cases of AIDS have 
been confirmed here. The Health Ministry earlier this year denied 
a newspaper report foal a Kuwaiti studying in the United States 
had contracted AIDS (Acquired Immune Deficiency Syndrome) 
during a visit to Hong Kong, then returned home after treatment 
in foe United States. The Times has quoted foe acting und- 
ersecretary at the ministry . Ibrahim A1 Mudaf. as saying foe 
ministry had started to screen blood imports and locally donated 
blood. 

China announces anti-AIDS strategy 

PEKING (R) — China has announced a comprehensive strategy 
against foe fatal disease AIDS including checks on foreigners and 
Chinese people' who work with them, the official China News 
Service said. Specialist centres in open cities such as Peking and 
Shanghai will monitor tourists, foreign students, tour guides and 
foreign affairs officials and will systematically test blood hnd 
serum samples, foe agency said. The centres win be backed up by 
rapid AIDS diagnostic units to identify suspicious illnesses and 
speedily trace any contacts of the victims. China will also tighten 
up border health checks, ensure that illnesses among hote£guests 
are rapidly reported. 

AIDS developed after caring for victim 

LONDON (R) — A British woman has developed AIDS after 
looking after a man who later died from the disease. A Dep- 
artment of Health spokesman in releasing foe news said the 
woman was not thought to have had sexual contact' with foe man 
and foe case was probably foe first of its kind in Britain. “A t the 
time she was caring for him. it was not known he was suffering 
from AIDS.” the official said. The woman contracted foe disease 
two years after foe man's death, originally thought to have been 
due to a nervous disorder. The Daily Mail newspaper has said a 
Communicable Disease Surveillance Centre report on the case 
said the woman’s care “involved prolonged and frequent skin 
contact with body secretions" and that she had small cuts on her 
hands and eczema. The newspaper said foe report concluded: 
“Virus may have been present in his saliva and secretions and 
oould have been transmitted through the abrasions on her hands 
and her weeping eczema.” 

Actors demand AIDS clause on kissing 

LOS ANGELES (R) — The U.S. film and television Actors’ 
Union has demanded that its 58,000 members be told in advance 
of scenes involving open-mouth kissing for fear of contracting 
A J DS. union leaders have said. “ We have not had any complaints 
from our actors and this is more of apreventive measure. 1 ' said 
Mark Locher. a spokesman for the Screen Actors Guild. The 
guild, headed by Ed Asner. who starred in the television series 
“Mary Tyler Moore" and “Lou Grant" has sent letters to 7,000 
producers and agents saying actors and actresses must be told 
more they sign a contract of any scene involving open-mouth 
kissing. 



Drug trafficker 
sentenced to death 

CAIRO (R) — A court in Ale- 
xandria sentenced a Lebanese 
man to the gallows in absentia for 
drug smuggling, the first time the 
death sentence has been passed on 
a trafficker in Egypt The Middle 
East News Agency named the 
man as Emile Yan and said he had 
attempted to smuggle 1 6 tonnes of 
hashish into Egypt last November. 
His whereabouts was not known. 

Bank robbery 
ends in suicide 

FRANKFURT, West Germany 
(R) — A bank robber shot himself 
through the head Friday after rea- 
lising he had carried out a raid 
opposite a police station. Police 
said an unidentified man of about 
50 shot himself while making off 
with 15.000 marks ($5,800) from 
the branch of a savings bank. Wit- 
nesses said foe robber turned his 
gun on himself when confronted 
by police called from foe station 
across foe road. The man died 
soon afterwards in hospital. 

Gold bars found 
in plane’s toilet 

KARACHI (R) — Gold bars wei- 
ghing 35 kilogrammes were found 
in a toilet of a Pakistani airliner, 
customs officials have said. They 
said they had arrested three peo- 
ple believed to have travelled 
aboard Pakistan International 
Airlines (PIA) DC-1 0 flight from 
London to Islamabad via Ams- 
terdam and Istanbul and to have 
concealed the gold in an attempt 
to smuggle it into Pa kistan . A PIA 
ground engineer and a janitor at 
Islamabad airport found the gold 
in a plastic bag when they tried to 
repair a faulty toilet 

India builds its 
own ‘Disneyland’ 

NEW DELHI (R) —India is bui- 
lding its own Disney land-style 
amusement park on an island off 
the south coast, the Press Trust of 
India (PTI) has said. It said foe 
park, costing nearly $100 million, 
would be completed by March 
next year on a LOOfracre (410- 
hectare) site on Ennore Island off 
the Madras cost. The park pat-’ 
teraed after Disneyland parks in 
the United States and Japan, 
would offer modem electronic 
entertainment as well as tra- 
ditional Indian cultural shows.
